It is simply 
a matter of dollars and cents with me 
as I 'cannot afford the cxp»nae of the 
sewer. There is no complaint from 
residents on the street and the board 
of health should say why they wish 
the sewer put in. t have lived on the 
street for 10 years and putting the 
sewer through now would cripple me. 

Michael Welch. I am not ready to 
have the sewer put it now. When the 
matter was up before we tried to have 
the street accepted and found it would 
cost us $j3.) for a drain, and the mat- 
ter was dropped. 

Simon A. White. Unfortunately I 
have land on three streets and have 
not yet finished paying assessments 
on Clinton st. I have 184 feet on 
Hawthorne st and 95 feet on Emerald 
st. and have lived there 26 years. 
The sewer will cost [so much that if 
it is put in I will have to dispose of 
some of my property. No one on the 
street lias applied for the sewer. 

The [hearing was closed. 

Upon taking land for sewer in 
Hawthorne street. 

Charles M. Bryson. I want the 
sewer very much and from the num- 
ber of cesspools in that vicinity I be- 
lieve it is needed .very much. 

The Clerk read a letter in remon- 
strance from Miss Annie Crowdle for 
estate of Patrick Crowdle and the 
hearing"was closed.

H. E. Duncan. After describing 
conditions said he desired action on 
the sewer matter postponed until the 
advisability of laying out the street 
under the betterment act could be 
considered.

A. Wentworth. I do not need the 
sewer but the street ought to be 
widened and made a public street and 
if i: is done I am willing to pay for 
the sewer. 

Charles A. Washburn. The surface 
water from Foster street is a nuisance 
and ought to be taken care of. 

Charles B. Somers. I live at the 
wide end of the street and am very 
much in favor of the sewer. The 
matter of widening does not interest 
me and I signed the petition with the 
understanding that it should cost me 
nothing. 

■ Wallace C. Boyden. I have already 
been compelled by the board of health 
to enter the sewer in Walnut st, al- 
though everything is in the b est of 
condition. In a sanitary way. In the 
matter of accepting the street, the 
plan proposed will take 780 feet of 
laud from me and endangers -several 
tine trees, which, if taken down will 1 
depreciate my property. I am willing 
to consider any proposition which 
will save the trees but shall protest 
against their removal. 

The street is not a long one and the 
travel is not serious. While the side- 
walk is in bad condition, it is the 
duty of the abutters on the street to 
keep it in condition ami it can be 
done at a slight expense. I do not 
wish to stand in the way of any im- 
provement of our city of which we 
are all so proud, hut ! notice that we 
have to pay generously for our pride 
in this direction.

Mr. Editor: The recommenda- 
tion of a special committee in last 
years’ Board of Aldermen, the an- 
nual report of the State Commission- 
er of Records, and the recent fire 
scare in the old building at West 
Newton, show that a new city hall 
ought to be built at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

Of our present debt almost $1,000, 
000 will be paid on or before July 1, 
190(i. A large part of that sum draws 
6 per cent, interest. We can build a 
new city hall of stone, complete iu 
every respect, architecturally beauti- 
ful, with ample grounds, and, all its 
needs considered, the handsomest 
building of its kind in Greater Bos- 
ton, for a maximum cost of $400,000. 
Without much doubt the actual cost 
would be nearer $350,000. Whatever 
tiie amount were, the interest would 
be less than 4 per cent. 

Is it not therefore self evident that 
we cau begin a new city hall in 1906 
buikl it as quickly as good work- 
manship will permit, and still have a 
much smaller debt than we have to- 
day, and consequently a lower tax 
rate, even if we would spend the 
outside figure of $4<K),000. It goes 
without saying that for such a great 
work we must go outside the debt 
limit. If Newton had not been will- 
ing to do this iu its other improve- 
ments, instead of being Boston’s most 
attractive suburb, as it now is, it 
would be little better than a country 
town, for neither its sewer system, 
its water system, nor its depressed 
tracks could have been undertaken. 
A new city hall is now the one thing 
needed to make Newton a finished 
product. All other things, such as 
school houses, police stations and en- 
gine houses, are routine expenditures 
for which it is never necessary to go 
outside of the debt limit. 

Now if a new city hall is to be 
built, how shall v.'e go about it. 
Shall we continue to talk about it 
until the present building burns down, 
with all its valuable records feeding 
the llames. or falls down during a 
stormy street railway hearing, carry- 
ing with it and burying beneath its 
ruins a precious freight of aldermen 
editors, millionaires, politicians, and 
plain people, and then rebuild in 
haste, or shall we fall into line with 
the spirit of the times, as New York 
and other cities are doing, treat the 
subject deliberately and intelligent- 
ly, and ask our Board of Alder men 
to authorize our Mayor to appoint a 
small special com mission of our most 
representative citizens whose duty it 
shall be to consider all preliminary 
questions relating to the project, 
such as the site, the material, the 
size, the architecture etc. and report 
thereon to the Board of Aldermen 
on or before Fell. 1, 19 cm>. This com- 
mission should of course consist of 
men who could afford to serve with- 
out pay. There are itieu in our city, 
entirely competent to deal with a 
question of this kind, to whom such 
a work would he a labor of love, and 
who would treat it with the careful 
attention and absence of haste which 
its importance demands. There can 
he very little doubt that the result of 
their deliberations would be a struc- 
ture perfectly adapted to the various 


■ municipal needs and at the same time 
* one of Greater Boston’s architectural 
show-pieces. 

The recent attempt to mar the 
beauty of the public grounds iti Wash- 
ington should arouse Newton to the 
importance of making a proper use 
of its own great natural advantages. 
Arc we not all proud of the fact that 
it was the eloquent voice of one of 
our own citizens, in the national 
House of Representatives, that saved 
the beautiful Washington mall for the 
noble and imperishable uses intended 
by its founder? It is broad men, like 
mtr Congressman, men who can see 
not only the practical side of a prac- 
tical thing, but also the practical aide 
of a beautiful thing that I have in 
mind for the special commission sug- 
gested above.

having in permanence of effects out- 
done the other. Considered in this 
larger way, the study is full of sug- 
gestion and ought to have wide in- 
terest, for he who wills may learn — 
not merely what is here done, but 
what, under the like conditions, can 
be done. That makes the study per- 
sonal and helpful. 

The problem becomes simply this: 
A certain road is unusually successful 
in the artistic effect of its station 
gardens. These station grounds can- 
not, obviously, be all alike. They 
represent a great variety of topo- 
graphical conditions. Given, then, 

I this or that original condition of top- 
ography, what did the road do will it- 
to attain such success? “House aud 
Garden” has already had something 
to say regarding a few stations of the 
Newton Circuit, just around Boston. 
Though these include some of the best 
on the road, it is not necessary to 
further touch upon them here. 

A station that was not illustrated 
in the previous article is Wabau. 
Notice the pretty parklike effect here, 
aud how much this is enhanced by 
the diagonal path that comes into the 
foreground of the picture* Two high- 
ways lead past the station. One 
crosses over the tracks at right an- 
gles, and to this the diagonal path 
leads, with effect far lovelier than if 
the ground between road and station 


a lovely scene can make him— without 
having still a quarter mile of dreary 
trudging before there conies hcart's- 
ease. 

There is something in this, for the 
commuter’s ideas are expansive. His 
house is wider than if he were in 
town, and it has a little garden around 
it; but even this increase of space is 
not enough for him. Consider how 
the landed proprietors— heartless spec- 
ulators or mere corporations though 
they be— have found it financially 
worth while, in the larger returns 
they get, to give to the tract a pretty 
park-suggestive name; and so to lay 
out its streets and develop them that 
the whole district shall be garden - 
like and beautiful. It is not less to 
the railroad’s interest than to that 
of the original proprietor of the land 
that the community should be well 
liked and populous. The railroad, 
then, is doing no more than its share 
no more than it owes to itself, in 
making its part of the town— which 
is also the town’s official entrance — 
attractive. Aud when it does this, it 
does much for the commuter ; — its own 
gain is dependent upon his — pleasing 
even Hiis expansive ideas. It makes 
Ills home seem considerably nearer 
his office, and that means a great deal 
to railroad and to commuter.

BENEATH THE 
GILDED DOME. 


Tt i* almost impossible to preserve 
a proper degree of order in the House 
during a daily session. Speaker Froth* 
in chant does remarkably well, and 
deserves much credit, but Lite lawless- 
ness of law-makers, is something 1 in- 
comprehensible. It is au unusual 
thing to find a member who can com- 
mand the attention of the House in 
debate. A large number arc given 
to wandering about and engaging 
others iit conversation. Groups of 
half a dozen or more will gather about 
some story toller, and listen to a 
varu. paying as little attention to 
what is being said upon important 
matters as is paid to what they say 
when they, in turn, take the Moor to 
debate some of their pet measures. 
This conduct has become so common 
that it escapes attention, but when a 
roll-call is in progress, absolute quiet 
and attention should be compelled. 
At almost every roll-cail the Speaker 
is obliged to use his gavel frequently 
to bring about a sufficient degree of 
order to enable the Clerk to hear the 
responses. Laws are practically made, 
or unmade, by the roll-call, and yet 
scores of members pay so little atten- 
tion to this important feature, that 
they often do not know how they are 
voting, or why they vote as they do. 
One member recently arose and asked 
the Speaker how he was recorded as 
voting upon a certain measure, upon 
which a roll-call had been taken, 
where every vote had been given on 
one side of the question. To be sure, 
there are some men in the House who 
attend to the transaction of business 
in a proper manner, and by their con- 
duct check the thoughtlessness of the 
indifferent. Such men as Newton, 
Peabody, Moseley, Ham, Lowell, Doty 
and others, can command the atten- 
tion of the House, but these men are 
not always talking. Then again, 
there are men who would exert a 
greater influence by their public 
speech, if they talked less. Those 
who have been mentioned above would 
have less influence if they were for- 
ever talking. Speech is silver, silence 
is golden, sometimes in the same lips. 

Representative Treadway of Stock- 
bridge won a decided victory last 
week by the substitution of a bill to 
provide for supervising the rates of 
the Fire Insurance Companies. Mr. 
Treadway claimed that the Boston 
Fire Underwriters, employees of In- 
surance Companies, set the rates for 
the state, and it was natural they 
should keep up the rates. He con- 
tended the profits in Massachusetts 
during the past decade in fire insur- 
ances, had been enormous. He be- 
lieved the state should extend its super 
vision and give the people some op- 
portunity for rearess. 

Representative Walker of Waltham 
opposed the bill as unconstitutional. 
Scofield of Ipswich favored the bill 
as did Drinkwater of Braintree, while 
Hall of Winchester made the some- 
what questionable assertion that he 
thought the people of the common- 
wealth were satisfied with the insur- 
ance companies. The House listened 
10 the debate, and then by a vote of 
70 to 44, substituted the bill, and sent 
it to the Ways and Means Committee. 

The ziz-zag course of the Nahant 
Bath House Bill from the time it was 
first referred to a committee, reminds 
one of the Western members of a rail 
fence. In the first place, it was ad- 
versely reported b/ the Metropolitan 
Affairs Committee in the House, and 
when that Committee was turned 
down March 3rd, it went to Ways and 
Means, and the latter reported, after 
holding almost a month, reference to 
the next General Court, but that re- 
port also was defeated, and the bill 
wer.t to the House and Senate to en- 
grossment. but fought at every stage, 
and finally went to the Governor. 
When it reached the Executive Cham- 
ber. the Governor touched a button 
and the bill was recalled. His ex- 
cellency intimated that there was 
something nearer to godliness than 
cleanliness of person. Seventy thous- 
and dollar-* is a pretty good price for 
a bath tub, and the present state ot 
the finances, the Governor thinks, 
will warrant the good people on the 
Nahant beach in going into the At- 
lantic hath tub awhile longer. It was 
a perversion of the truth to intimate 
that the Governor did not think those 
people needed a bath once in awhie. 
He doubtless thought that the ocean 
dimensions were perhaps more ap- 
propriate. 

The gypsy moth has finally got 
what it deserves. The legislature has 
declared the moth a nuisance, and when 
the Great and General Court is not 
divided upon the question as to what 
constitutes a nuisance, it is just as 
well to conclude that the status of 
the object has been settled in the 
physical as well a* the moral world. 
Nc emigrant ever landed on our 
shores that had a harder time of it 
than the gypsy moth, unless the 
Chinaman he excepted. If the gypsy 
could only be deported as other emi- 
grant* can be, it might help things. 

This bill authorizes cities and 
tuwn*J,to notify the property owners 


to abate alien nuisances on his land, 
and if ho fails to act in fourteen 
days, the authorities may do it. anil 
charge the expenses to the owner. 
That settles it with the moth, and it 
also settles it with some of the prop- 
erty owners, perhaps. It may be that 
the worst that could happen to some 
people would he to hold a deed of cer- 
tain pieces of land in the infested dis- 
trict. 

How would the reader vote upon the 
following bill, if he was a member of 
the legislature? 

“No person shall be employed in 
any department of the common wealth, 
or by any country, city or town, or 
by an 3 " person, association or corpor- 
ation contracting with them, or by 
any quasi public corporation where 
the duties of the person so employed 
are to be entirely performed within 
the territorial limits of the common- 
wealth, unless such person shall be 
a citizen of the United States or have 
made a primary declaration of his 
intention to become a citizen of the 
United State*. ' ’ 

Never mind now about Thomas 
Jefferson, Alexander Hamilton, An- 
drew Jackson, or Abraham Lincoln. 
How would you vote? Think it over 
and write the puzzle department of 
this paper. Edgar J. Bliss. 

On the face of it, the proposition to 
tax sentiment is a new feature in the 
conduct of the state toward her citi- 
zens. Mrs. John L. Gardner is a lady 
of wealth, who has a taste for the 
beautiful in art. accompanied by a 
desire to share that quality w»th 
others who appreciate the handiwork 
of the masters. For this purpose, 
Mrs. Gardner built, at great expense, 
an art museum in the Fenway, and 
filled it with beautiful works of art 
gathered from all parts of the world. 
The cost of this structure, with its 
contents, is said to have been very 
large, but its real value cannot be 
estimated ill any banking house or 
at the desk of the appraisor. That 
value is enhanced by every uplift of 
noble sentiment and generous impulse 
which may be born among those who 
gaze upon the canvas and marbles 
there gathered. The world can hardly 
escape being enriched by the existence 
of the Gardner Art Museum in Bos- 
ton, It is one of the higher educa- 
tional institutions of the country, and 
is a living tribute to the noble char- 
acter of the woman who has contrib- 
uted it to the world’s collection of 
better things. Its presence in Bos- 
ton, in time to come, will be worth 
more than a Doard of Trade or a 
steamship line. 

What has all this to do with things 
under the gilded dome? What lias 
the Gardner Art Museum in the Fen- 
way to do with the State Government, 
where we are supposed to live and 
move and have our being? Well, the 
reader will hardly believe it, but it 
is true nevertheless, that blanks for 
taxation purposes have been sent 
from the State House to the Gardner 
Art Museum. That is life taxing 
Berkshire scenery; like taxing the 
prayers of Chaplain Horton of the 
Senate; the songs of the birds of the 
forests; the music of the mountain 
brooks, or the laughter of the child. 
Have we come to this? Taxing senti- 
ment! To screen the action of the 
publicans with the miserable pretence 
that the museum exists for the pur- 
poses of revenue is altogether too 
llimsy to admit of serious considera- 
tion, and actually dignifies every sug- 
gestion made by 'the governor looking 
to the increase of revenue by the 
state. In the name of common-sense, 
as well as common decency, those tax- 
ation blanks should be recalled and 
due apology made without delay. If 
necessary, a bill should be introduced 
and passed by the legislature, forever 
exempting the Gardner Art Museum 
froru taxation. 

Probably the smartest piece of 
money-making business indulged in 
by any newspaper has been that of a 
Boston paper where a project was in- * 
augurated some months ago to send a 
hundred people to the St. Louis Fair 
ill a special train, all expenses to be 
paid by the paper. All that had to 
be done was to cut a certain coupon 
out of the paper and send it to tiie 
office. Then the one hundred people 
that sent in the largest number of 
coupons were to be sent to the Fair. 
Thus was started u scheme that has 
brought a great harvest of dollars to 
the paper and nervous prostration to 
hundreds of contestants and their 
friends, One man who is endeavor- 
ing to secure a free trip says t lint 
money enough has been spent upon 
him to send twenty people to the Fair 
and he himself lias not been able to 
sleep nights for a month. He says he 
is only fit to be sent to a sanitarium 
rather than a Fair, and that he would 
not go into anything like it again for 
I forty trips. It will not be long before 
something else will be started to keep 
up the circulaton, and another exam- 
ple will be introduced to show the 
trend of modern journalism. 

More law is proposed to promote 
honesty in election. In this instance, 
it is in the line of election expenses 
and is directed toward caucus prac- 
tices, particularly where a nomination 
ia equal to an election. By this new 
measure it is proposed to require the 
return of all expenses, both great and 
small. If it should become a law any 
time in the future, the same results 
will no doubt be obtained as now, and 
the same eificient methods will be 
practiced by those who are active in 
politics. It is up-hill work to legis- 
late honesty into political veins. The 
present method of returning puJitcal 
expenses is one of t lie amusing feu- , 
tures of our campaign. 

The Springfield Republican says 
that it likes the kicker because he 
makes things lively in his vicinity 
and relieves the monotony. The Bos- 
ton Herald says that the mule does 
the same thing. Now, which is 
which? 

• One of the interest ing events of the 
session occurred when 11 ayes of Low- 
ell was pleading with tears in his 
voice for a pension for a blind con- 
vict in Charlestown prison. For once 
the dry member from Ben Butler's old 
home was moist. However, the words

“Old Hundred” fell upon stony heart* 
mid the House took advantage of the 
doubt. 

Canadian reciprocity was thrown 
clear down cellar when the House got 
hold of the Hrinkwntcr resolution the 
other day. Drink water and Coulthirst 
together could not save it. Evidently 
the House think* that the United 
State* can exist a while longer with- 
out Canada. 

Everything points to the idea that 
the House believes that the direct tax 
is the fairest way to raise money. 
Who knows but that it is correct, 
any how the State is in a fair wav 
to test the matter. 

“I trust that I am warranted in be- 
lieving that any one who knows me 
will not attribute such unworthy mo- 
tives as were just uttered by the gen- 
tleman.” That was the neat manner 
ill which Representative Lowell of 
Newton closed an incident the other 
day.

MAINfc’S BURIED TREASURE. 

Until recent years the gem produc- 
tion of the United States was extreme 
ly small. Within the past twenty 
years Montana has produced a number 
of valuable sapphires, North and 
South Carolina have produced many 
valuable betlys and aquamarines. 
Diamonds have been found iti some 
of the Southern states. 

About 80 years ago some students 
discovered gem tourmalines on Paris 
Hill in Maine and about the same 
time Dr. Parker Cleveland reported 
some emeralds of deep color from 
Topsham, Maine. 

The gem production of the United 
States has stead liy increased until 
last year 5500,000 worth were pro- 
duced. No inconsiderable proportion 
of this sum was mined in the west- 
ern part of Maine. 

The Mt. Mica tourmaline deposit 
on Paris Hill was opened some 
twenty years ago and has been one 
of the regularly worked gem mines 
of the United States ever since. This 
mine produced in 1882 two tourmalines 
of a grass green color, weighing 
about 30 carats each. Mr. Merrill 
who operates this mine has in his 
own collection a choice gem of 41 
carats of faint green and pink tints, 
and the finest green crystal in the 
world, valued at several thousand dol- 
lars, capable of cutting two gems of 
a hundred carats each. 

At Stouehaui, a short distance 
from Mt. Mica mine, the finest aqua- 
marine ever obtained in the United 
states was mined. This stone weighs 
133 3-4 carats and is in the Field Co- 
lumbian Museum in Chicago. 

The pegmatite vein scries on which 
Mt. Mica deposit is situated extends 
to the city of Auburn and probably 
beyond through Topsham. Several 
other mines have beeu worked for 
tourmalines and aquamarines on this 
vein, notably the Rich Pulsifer mine 
and the Hatch mine on Mt. Apatite 
and mines at Hebron and Rum ford. 

In 1902 the Waterford Mica company 
opened up a promising find of gem 
tourmaline and assorted minerals in 
the town of Newry near North Rum- 
ford. Some of the crystals were of 
immense size and of brilliant color, 
both pink and green. Several thous- 
and dollars’ worth of gem material 
had already been secured at that time. 

In 1901 a pocket of exceedingly rare 
purple colored apatite was found at 
the Pulsifer mine in Auburn. The 
find was of great value. This mine 
has been a steady producer of tour- 
malines and beryls for the past three 
years and has opened some very rich 
pockets. 

The California tourmaline mines 
have been opened only a few years 
and have had a phenomenal growth. 
Their tourmalines are mostly pink and 
of great beauty. But their green 
stones have not as yet come up to 
the quality nor have they the market 
value of the Maine product. 

The demand for semi-precious 
stones has rapidly increased in the 
last three years and the price of tour- 
malines, beryls, aquamarines, sap- 
phires, etc., has been increasing 
with the demand. 

The last United States geological 
survey of Maine was made in 1861. 
The commission ranked Maine as sec- 
ond in the Union in the value of its 
geni deposits. Gem mining in the I 
western part of Maine bids fair to 
become one of its greatest industries 
1 and will go far in supplying labor ! 
for the population, as lumbering and j 
fisheries disappear. — Lewiston Jour | 
nal.

Police Paragraphs. 

“People who ride on street cars and 
railroad trains have a right to do so 
unmolested and without being forced 
to suffer indignities at the hands of 
intoxicated persons. Newton has 
always been noticeably free from dis- 
turbances of this kind, and I am de- 
termined to stop them before they be- 
come more frequent. Any person 
brought into this court and adjudged 
guilty of Huch an ofience as this be- 
fore me will find that it will be made 
expensive for him.” 

In these words Judge John C- Ken- 
nedy of the municipal court summed 
up the case of Stephen McElroy, an 
employe of the Newton and Water - 
town gas light company, who was 
arraigned before hitn Monday morn- 
ing for assault on George W. Kinch. 
a Boston elevated conductor. He then 
found the defendant guilty and im- 
posed a fine of $35. 

McElroy was arrested at his home 
Sunday night on a warrant secured 
by patrolman McLaughlin. Accord- 
ing to the testimony, McElroy was a 
passenger on an outward bound car 
late Friday night. Conductor Kinch 
alleges that several passengers stand- 
ing in the rear vestibule of the car 
were using profanity, and that he 
admonished them to be careful. 
McElroy he asserted thereupon threw 
his arm about his neck and forced 
him from his feet. 

The conductor’s Btory was corrobo- 
rated by the mot or man of the car 
whose attention was attracted to the 
fracas by the loud talking and by 
Frederick A. Brown a Waltham busi- 
ness man. 

McElroy was represented by counsel 
and his defence was a denial of the 
conductor’s story. He asserted that 
his only act was as a peacemaker be- 
tween the conductor and another pas- 
senger whom the latter ejected from 
the car.

We took pleasure last week in giving 
space to Mr. Eatly’s interesting letter 
regarding a new City Hall. We agree 
heartily with Mr. Daily in all but 
the time when the City can afford to 
enter tipor. this work. His scheme of 
a preliminary commission of influen- 
tial citizens, which follows the plan 
adopted when the boulevards were 
conceived, is most excellent and the 
conclusions of such a commission 
would probably go farther towards 
meeting the approval of a majority of 
our citizens than any other. The 
need of a new City Hall, save for 
better accommodations and artistic 
effects, is not so apparent. The tire 
danger in the present structure has 
been highly magnified. The building 
i« heated from a plant several hundred 
feet away, and there is no tire within 
save from a few gas burners. The 
edifice is so situated that if it should 
catch lire from the outside, the tire 
apparatus can easily reach three 
sides. The greatest possible lire dan- 
ger comes from the church on the 
east, and it goes without saving that 
the risk from that source is not large. 

We do not believe the city will be 
in nnancial condition to afford the 
$350,000 expense estimated by Mr. 
Eailv for at least five years and pos- 
sibly ten years. The payment of the 
water loan to which Mr. Daily alludes, 
is outside the debt limit established 
by the state, and we very much doubt 
if the city would be allowed logo out- 
side the limit for a new City Hall. 
The absolute necessities of the city 
an the wav of schoolhouses, drainage, 
and other important enterprises, which 
are included in the debt limit, are 
such that we greatly fear that the 
borrowing capacity of the city for 
several years, will hardly meet even 
these necessary expenses. 

And from our point of view Newton 
needs a lower tax rate far more than 
a new City Hall. Personal property 
and desirable citizens can be attracted 
to this city by a cut of a dollar or 
two in our tax rate and this induce- 
ment to growth should certainly be 
given a fair trial before a large inter- 
est account is added to the yearly bud- 
get. 

It is therefore evident that while a 
new City Hall is a proper subject for 
debate, it is hardly wise to take other 
than an academic view of the matter 
at this time. 

Our neighboring city of Boston is 
guilty of a most contemptible trick in 
the endeavor to obtain legislation ! 
which would delay the abolition of 1 
all grade crossing work on the B. 
and A. road including that in Newton 
until after the work at East Boston 
had been accomplished. Fortunately 
our city authorities were wide awake, 
and although the bill had been admit- 
ted by the Senate Committee on Rules 
the House Committee gave the City 
Solicitor a hearing and have since 
recommended that admission of the 
bill be refused. 

We cannot conceive how the city of 
Boston can justify its underhanded 
action, when there has been no effort 
by Newton to delay the East Boston 
matter, and where there can be no 
why both the East Boston 
and Newton work should not proceed 
simultaneously. 

With the opening of the automo- 
bile and bicycle season, care should 
b- taken by everyone to pervent the 
careless placing of broken glass on 
the roadways. The principal sources 
*.f c mi plaint come from broken bot- 
tles. thrown heedlessly from passing 
vehicles or by pedestrians, and from 
broken insulators, dropped from tel- 
epl.-me or electric light poles. The 
damage done is so unnecessary that 
B siiould only need a gentle hint to 
prevent its repetition.

THE STEAM AUTOMOBILE. 

At a meeting of the Colorado Auto- 
mobile Club held in the Boston Build- 
ing at Denver recently, Mr. F. <». 
Stanley of Newton read a paper upon 
the steam automobile. 

Mr. Stanley began by emphasizing 
the fact that man is a product of evo- 
lution, this being shown by both the 
origin of species ami human achieve- 
ments. Particularly is this true in 
the domain of transportation, a com- 
parison of the facilities of a hundred 
years ago and today showing astound- 
ing re»ults. However advanced a 
civilization may be, it falls far short 
of modern requirements if attention 
to transportation is lacking. Uizarro 
found a people in Bern far advanced 
ill civilization except for the ques- 
tion of locomotion. "their ignorance 
on this subject was almost beyond 
belief, a knowledge of the couimoti 
wheel being entirely absent. Today 
some of the descendants of thi. peo- 
ple are so ignorant of the laws of 
motion that it is said some of them 


have been ground to n jelly by steam 
locomotives, simply because they did 
not know enough to get off the track 
when trains came in sight. 

About all that man can do is to 
move things, whether it be in causing 
chemical actions to take place or in 
some other sphere of activity. Great 
triumphs have been reached in mov- 
ing tilings, first by the introduction 
of mechanical power, and second, by 
increasing rapidity of motion. We 
arc now living in an age of unusual 
activity in the improvement of loco- ' 
motion. This is the dawn of the 
horseless age, the day being far ' 
ahead. The horse doesn’t favor it, 1 
however, and the onlv horses that ' 
have been displaced have been a few 
on overland stage routes and a good 
many pleasure horses. The more 
general displacement of the horses is 
held back by the condition of the 
roads, t lie lack of suitable machines, 
and the lack of mechanical knowledge. 

A good road ma.v be defined as one 
which is affected by neither moisture 
nor dryness. The difference in road 
conditions is responsible for the 
greater progress which France and 
Germany have made in automobile 
development as compared with the 
United States. Given a good road be- 
tween Denver and Colorado Springs, 
for instance, the seventy- five mile 
run would become a pleasurable trip 
of three hours’ time, instead of the 
trying journey of the present day. 

As a substitute for good roads the 
autombilist falls back upon the power 
of gasoline, steam and electricity to 
carry him over the highways now in 
existence. The efficiency attained in 
the use of the first two of these agents 
falls as low as five per cent, while 
Mr. Stanley also maintained that it is 
utterly out" of the question for the 
storage battery automobile to under- 
take to entirely replace the horse at 
present. 

A type of steam automobile which 
in the future will go a long way 
toward displacing the horse is that 
one which will use coal directly as 
fuel. Under ideal conditions one pound 
of anthracite coal or coke will evapo- 
rate about f hirteen pounds of water. 
An evaporation of eight pounds of 
water is well within the limits of 
possibility, and this, properly utilized 
as steam power, will propel one ton a 
distance of one mile. With coal or 
coke costing $10 per ton— a figure 
conservative enough for some years 
to come — the cost of fuel per ton mile 
comes to one half cent. In competing 
with steam machines a horse eats 
five cents’ worth of hay and oats in 
doing a similar amount of work, 
while a horse on a good road can only 
haul one ton ten miles in a day. An 
enormous field lor the use of automo- 
biles is found in the requirements of 
heavy trucking, heavy express wagons 
and "omnibuses supplementing steam 
and electric service in rural towns. 
Such service will be smokeless, odor- 
less and noiseless. 

BLUNDERS OF CONSERVATISM 
The “Massachusetts Association 
Opposed to the Further Extension of 
Suffrage to Women" has lately sent 
out its annual manifesto, ‘The Re- 
monstrance.” This little document is 
almost always marked by striking 
errors of fact; and this year it outdoes 
itself in that respect. It says, for in- 
stance, that hitherto Mr. Blackwell 
and the other persons who have pe- 
titioned for a vote for tax-paying 
women have done so as individuals, 
and have taken pains to explain that 
they did not represent the Suffrage 
Association; but that now “the atti- 
tude of the suffragists has changed, 
and the proposition in Massachusetts 
has had the official support of the 
Suffrage Association” This is a direct 
and gross misstatement. Not only 
; is it untrue that the proposition has 
had the official support of the Massa- 
chusetts Woman Suffrage Associa- 
tion, but Mr. Blackwell and the 
other individuals in Massachusetts 
who have been in the habit of ask- 
ing for tax payers’ suffrage sent in 
no petition for it this year, because 
they thought it best that all efforts 
should be concentrated upon a single 
measure the municipal suffrage bill 
recommended by Governor Bates. 

This is a fair sample of the igno- 
rance and inaccuracy of the “Massa- 
chusetts Association Opposed to the 
Further Extension of Suffrage to 
Women.” If the officers of that 
society know so little about what the 
Suffrage Association is doing right 
here in their own Slate of Massachu- 
setts, how much reliance is to be placed 
upon their assertions as to the work- 
ings of woman suffrage in Colorado 
and Australia?

Literary Notes. 


In his interpretation of Edwin A. 
Abbey’s Holy Grail in the Boston 
Public Library the well-known art 
critic, Sylvester Baxter calls attention 
to an interesting fact, not before 
mentioned, in connection with the 
origin of Mr. Abbey’s frieze. The 
artist, it seems, had another subject 
in contemplation, and the idea of the 
Holy Grail grew into his mind and 
possessed itself of him in consequence 
of his researches in relation to the 
theme first suggested. His original 
purpose was to depict in a series of 
symbolistic panels “The Sources of 
Modern Literature,” just as Mr. Sar- 
gent had chosen “The Sources of 
Modern Religion” for his theme. 
While investigating the subject and 
searching for material, Mr. Abbey 
became more and more impressed 
with the legend of the Holy Grail as 
offering a motive peculiarly adapted 
to his ends. Another advantage of 
the legend was the fact that it was 
practically virgin ground for the 
artist. No other puintor or illustrator 
—at least in any work of note— had 
made use of the rich material which 
it afforded. Mr. Abbey was therefore 
the first to choose the story of the 
Grail as the inspiration for an im- 
portant decorative work. Published 
by Curtis and Cameron, Boston, $1.5U.

Whist. 

In a recent article it was suggested 
that a fair amount of textbook study, 
on the part of those players who have 
hitherto slighted this feature of their 
whist education, might prove advan- 
tageous in more ways than one. 

Unfortunately almost every one of 
our authorities, in laying down cer- 
tain rules for the guidance of the 
student, has followed so closely in the 
footsteps of his immediate predecessor 
that a certain sameness in the repeti- 
tion has emphasized the main fea- 
tures of those rules and, in sinking 
other important points, has largely 
destroyed their usefulness. 

Players who boast of never having 
read a book on whist have heard such 
rules quoted— not quoted literally, per- 
haps, but with a certain unconscious 
emphasis on sonic salient point and 
have been content to follow as guides 
such weatherbeaten but unreliable, 
because incomplete, signposts. Any- 
one who has sought enlightenment 
upon the distance to the next cross- 
roads knows how interminably “two 
miles” spin out In some regions. 
Hearsay or a poor guess may have 
been the sole basis of his informant's 
answer. To the whist player who is 
willing to depend upon suc.h rules and 
famliar sayings of a hearsay charac- 
ter, the road to success is likely to 
prove tediously long. 

* ♦Third hand high” does not mean 
third hand king when queen and 
knave arc also held, and yet this mis- 
take is surprisingly common. In 
the text book a carefully' worded, 
qualifying phrase tells third in hand 
to play the lowest of a sequence, but 
the rule has been gradually worn 
down to three words with which our 
paragraph opens, by the time it reach- 
es the curriculum of many players. 

“Leading through the strong, up to 
the weak,” is another phrase which 
seems to appeal to many players, if 
we may judge from the way in which 
it is made to do duty when the query 
is raised regarding the reason for a 
continuation of opponent's suit. There 
is no play which requires more care- 
ful consideration, in the writer’s opin- 
ion, than that involved in taking up 
the lead of opponent’s suit, unless it 
is the continuation of opponent’s-) 
trump lead. 

“Do not force your partner when 
weak in trumps” is another rule to 
which the exceptions are many. To 
force one’s partner when strong in 
trumps may be advisable under cer- 
tain conditions, but expert players are 
slow to avail themselves of this priv- 
ilege. 

“Force the strong trump har^j' 
someone has said. How many tricks 
have been lost by following this ad- 
vice, when suiting-out tactics should 
have been in order? 

The above are some of the rules! 
which require painstaking- study. 
Like several others of a similar char- 


acter, all qualifying phrases embodied 
in the rule deserve strict attention. 
Moreover, it is highly important in , 
applying any rule to be sure it fits the 
case in hand.

East, placing the acc 
of spades with West, went to liis 
singleton trump at once. He found 
his partner very strong in trumps, 
but was disappointed in the final 
outcome. 

Tricks Nos. band 7. West contin- 
ued trumps at every opportuniy. I!e 
also was laboring under a mistake, 
placing the ace of spades with East. 
East could have saved one trick by 
retaining one guard to his king of 
clubs, but held to his original inten- 
tions and played for the spade suit to 
the last.

At the hearing on the construction 
of a concrete sidewalk in Elmhurst 
road under the betterment act, a let- 
ter was read in remonstrance from 
Charlotte A. Blake. 

Mr. James W. French. The side- 
walk here is of gravel, and during 
the last winter has not been shovelled. 
It has been almost impassible all 
whiter. The petition is signed by 
every resident on the street. 

The hearing was then closed. 

At 8 o’clock the hearing was opened 
on the petition of the Newton Street 
Railway Co to double track Washing- 
ton street beween Auburn street and 
Commonwealth avenue. 

Hon. S. I*. Powers represented the 
petitioners, and General Manager 
M. C. Brush was the first speaker. 

Mr. Brush. The Company now has 
a double track from Nonantum Square 
to Washington street bridge and a 
single track beyond. The line is not 
straight and it is difficult to operate 
with safety and at the same time sat- 
isfy the travelling public. Just beyond 
Auburn street there is a sharp curve 
and the cars now come to a dead stop 
at this point. A double track would 
allow the road to be operated on 
schedule time, and as the motorman 
can see the entire length of single 
track between Lincoln Park and Aub- 
urn street, accidents could be ^voided 
and better and quicker service given 
than at present. The distance is 2680 
feet, the road is some 49 feet wide and 
a centre location would give a road- 
way each side of 15 feet. It is possible 
that a small length of the street may 
need widening near Auburn street. 

William H. Mague. 1 decidedly ob- 
ject to a double track. The 15 foot 
roadway does not allow for sidewalks 
which will reduce the driving surface 
to 7 feet. I hope your board will not 
grant any more franchises unless the 
streets are widened. If the curve near I 
Auburn street is objectionable, the i 
street should be straightened and ! 
widened. Its condition nearer West 
Newton is a disgrace to the city. The 
old elm which takes up about 15 feet 
is dangerous. I have no objection to 
the double track provided the street 
is straightened and widened from the 
bridge to Commonwealth avenue. 

Dr. N. Emmons Paine. I am in 
favor of two tracks as against one 
track, but only in case the additional 
track is placed beside the present rails 
and not moved into the centre of the j 
street. The street should b*: widened 
to 100 feet to Auburn street and 1 
agree with Mr. Mague that the re- 
mainder to West Newton is in wretch- 
ed condition. 

\V. H. Mague. I should decidedly 
object to a double track on a side lo- 
caion as suggested by Dr. Paine. 

Hon. S. L. Powers. Four years 
ago, the last time I appeared before 
your board, there was a different view 
entirely of street railways than now. 
Then every Company not only wished 
to protect itself, but endeavored to in- 
vade the territory of each other. Many 
inducements were offered for the lo- 
cations and boulevards, parkways 
and even a new City Hall might 
have beer, included in the conditions 
of location. The last Railroad Com- 
mission report shows 65 roads which 
paid no dividends last year, 44 which 
paid from I to 1*> per cent, and 5 of 
which did not earn the dividends paid. 
The 65 roads paying no dividends had 
a deficit of over a million dollars. 
The year previous, 24 companies paid 
no dividends and had a deficit of over 
540- >,000. Uutoide of lioslou the street 
railway companies earn 4 per cent. 
There has been a marvellous growth 
in street railways during the lust 14 
years carrying an investment of 
-1,220,000,000 and building 2700 miles 
o! track, of the 5h8, INK), UOO capital, 
sixty millions is owned by Massachu- 
setts people and pays 51,750,000 an- 
nually in taxes. The public are there- 
fore a partner in these enterprises and 
receives one third of the gross re- 
ceipts. In Newton, 7 per cent, is paid 
t the city and 11 per cent, to the 
stockholders of the gross earnings. 
This system with 145 miles of track 
nearly touches Worcester ou the west, 
puts its cars into Lowell ou the north 
and runs three lines into Boston. 
The good lines in its system have 
to carry the bad lines and in one in- 


stance today there is a very large de- 
ficit which the railroad commission 
is now considering. This particular 
case only covers a short piece of track. 
A widening to 100 feet must be paid 
for bv cither the city of the company. 
The company cannot afford such a 
burden. They have already declined 
to consider a widening near this loca- 
tion which would cost some 530,000. 
Street railways have gone forward 
faster than they ought and further 
conditions cannot be placed upon 
them. This system is going to serve 
the public and will be a successful sys- 
tem and it ought in time to be able to 
earn 6 per cent, on its invested cap- 
ital. The time has come when a more 
generous treatment must be accorded 
tins class of corporations. Great 
economy must and is being practised 
in its management and if left alone 
they will work out a success to them- 
selves and to the public. Mr. 
Mague’s criticism of the condition of 
Washington street is a reflection on 
the board and not on the company. 
You ought to help the road to avoid 
the danger and to make its operation 
more uniform. 

The hearing was closed.

Editorial writers in Boston who 
presume fo comment and criticize 
legislators .and legislation, would do 
well to exercise their legs as wei) as 
their pens occasionally, and climb , 
Beacon Hill and look on from a van* j 
tage ground of more value than an , 
editorial sanctum, or even a conver- 1 
sation witli some bright up-to-date 1 
reporter. ] 

There arc certain advantages to be , 
gained by writers upon current events i 
in touching elbows with the live J 
forces formulating legislation and . 
enacting laws. About a year ago an | 
event took place at the State House 
which was called the Raymond inves- 1 
tigation, and which attracted wide- ( 
spread attention. During the progress 
of that so-called investigation,' nuincr- : 
Otts editorials were delivered in sever- 
al papers in Boston that displayed , 
about as much familiarity with the , 
matter as an ordinary (they arc all 
ordinary) Boston alderman docs about 
the science of government. The edi- 
torials were the beat that could be , 
written by the writers under the cir- 
cumstances. They were writing about 
matters of which they knew nothing 
more than the average reader of the 
paper. It is not unusual for editors 
to be space writers pure and simple, 
and that fact is never better demon- 
strated than when Boston editors 
write upon legislation. So long as 
the readers confine themselves to 
the reports of the bright young men 
who do more for their wages than 
many legislators do for theirs, the 
readers may keep up with the process- 
ion, but sometimes when they drift 
off into editorials a column long upon 
a given subject in legislation, the 
amount of real information and val- 
uable comment to be derived there- 
from would bear about the same rela- 
tion to the subject as would a dollar 
in the hands of a green speculator in 
State Street buying copper stocks. 

A very striking exception to this 
estimate of legislative editorials was 
observed recently in the publication 
of a long article on the editorial page 
of a leading Boston paper, upon an 
Insurance Bill then in Committee. A 
remarkable familiarity with the sub- 
ject, even in its most intricate de- 
tails, was noticeabe, and a surprising 
acquaintance with the situation was 
evident. Considerable interest was 
shown in the appearance of an ed- 
itorial so lucid and intelligent on a 
matter of legislation, until it was 
learned that the said editorial was 
written by an Insurance man, who 
was in the insurance Lus'ness, and 
had attended the hearings before the 
Committee. 

From a certain standpoint, of course 
there is an opportunity to criticise 
such editorial writing as that men- 
tioned, hut it has at least the com- 
mendable feature of having been 
■written by a man who knew what he 
was writing about. In that sense, the 
public is the gainer, for the average 
reader knows little and cares less 
who the editorial writer is, as long 
as he writes interestingly and in- 
telligently of the matters discussed. 
Questions of importance and interest 
are daily being considered at the 
State House during a session of the 
legislature, and they should he given 
to the public in some strong, en- 
lightening editorials which would aid 
the public mind in coining to intelli- 
gent conclusions, yet the papers sel- 
dom notice these matters other than 
in the news column. 

Judge Dong, one of the counsel in 
the Westlield-Springfield water case, 
cried out as he noticed Lawyer Brooks 
endeavoring to interfere with his ar- 
gument “Oh. keep cool, keep cool. 11 
Judge Long was in the midst of one 
of iiis most fervid and excited passa- 
ges when he cautioned Mr. Brooks, 
and of course everybody laughed. 

The Special Commission on Em- 
ployers and Employees cost the stale 
ten thousand dollars, and yet not a 
single piece of legislation has been 
the result. Special Commissions are 
about as expensive as legislative 
junkets, and about as worthless. 

Governor Bates and counsel went 
to the Concord Reformatory lust week, 
but since they went there, it is not 
observed that they have in the least 
reformed. 

“Honest John Quinn” in a speech, 
in the House last week, caused a laugh 
of incredulity from one end of the 
chamber to the other, by exclaiming, 
“The members of the legislature are 
not politicians, they are statesmen.” 

A member of the Senate in remark- 
ing the other day upon the probability 
of a bill in which he was interested 
getting through the legislature, said; 
“Don’t mention that the Governor 
endorses it, that would kill it.” 

The stars in their courses seem to 
favor a member of tiie present Senate 
for the President of the Senate next 
winter.

business with their fun ended. That 
ushered in the return of an era of 
safety for the millions who did not 
ride wheels. Consequently bicycle . 
riders have almost disappeared from 
our roads. But legitimate riding is 
soon to be in vogue and scorching 
lias had its day. That’s just exactly 
what we hope will happen to the 
pestiferous racing and record break- 
ing steam and gasoline ploughing of 
our fine roads by “Lightuing Con- 
ductors,” and their several tonned 
tonneaus. These sudden rich and 
transitory passengers of these torpedo 
machines will run their rackets and 
then by the laws of nature will sub- 
side with plenty of old junk left as re- 
minders ot their childish folly, in 
their horseless stables with plenty 
of inability to get new ones Such 
dare-devilism caters to no legitimate 
fancy or taste, but is born of fanatical 
desire to abuse the get there spirit. 

It is (he acme of childish heedlessness 
in defiance of the simple modesty’s of 
life and challenges outsiders with the a 
silly “I've got it bad! You can’t 
get it! So get otV the earth or you’ll 
get it in the neck and you can’ l get J 
our number either! All I hope is that 
our cemeteries and insane asylums ( 
may not be crowded with the victims 
before that reasonable era returns. 

Let me add the following quoted 
moralization. 

Mr. Philip Tissie says “the direc- 
tion of an automobile bearing precious £ 
lives depends on the chafl’eur and not 
on the mechanic. The latter knows 
how to take the thing to pieces but 
only the Chaffenr has the power of 
life and death according as his brain 
and hand if his cerebration and mus- 
culation are well balanced and act 
together.” He sums it up right in 
the following thesis. “We walk with , 
our muscles, run with our lungs, 
sprint with our heart, resist with our 
stomach and get there with our 
brains. ” I trust these reckless chaf- , 
feurs will get somewhere’s else than 
on our necks, with their reckless 
mania, P.

over give the company a very tan- 
gible grip on permanent rights to the 
location in such particular street. It 
is far wiser to pay for these improve- 
ments, where necessary, directly 
through the city taxes, and have a 
clear title to the resulting benefits, 
than to pay for it indirectly through 
the earnings of the street railway 
company with its subsequent lien. 

We learn that the railroad commis- 
sion will soon reach a decision in the 
Newton transfer question.

Y. M. C. A. 

The following address given by Mr. 
Alias C. Rmery on Y. M. C. A. Sun- 
day is printed in The Graphic by re- 
quest. 

I shall never forget how timid I was 
when I lirst went out into the world 
to try my hand at selling goods, and 
how my knees knocked together as I 
approached my prospective customer 
and how my tongue cleaved to the 
roof of my mouth when I tried to say 
the right thing. Hut since I have had 
several years' experience in raising 
money for oil r Young Men's Christian 
Association I find it to be a whole lot 
easier, but I never supposed I would 
have the nerve to speak from the pul- 
pit of Eliot church. 

This being Y. M. C. A. Sunday in 
niauy of tiie churches of our city it is 
my privilege to tell you something of 
this work in which I am, as you 
know, much interested. The Young 
Men’s Christian Association stands 
pre-eminently for the saving of men. 
Our work may be divided into four 
parts as follows: Social and Educa- 
tional, which are somewhat allied; 
Physical and Spiritual. 

We have a memtership of boys, 
young men and older men, divided 
into juniors and seniors. 

Let us first consider the boys. The 
average boy is tremendous! v enthu* 
sisastic; some one thing or several 
things takes his time and interest. 
It may commence with tops and mar- 
bles and continue with base-ball, foot- 
ball, tennis, rowing, yachting, or 
books, but whatever it is the boy puts 
in a whole lot of time and work, en- 
terprise and ingenuity. Throughout 
this molding period of life the boy 
with his keen perceptions and vivid 
imagination builds for himself cer- 
tain ideals, good or bad as they may 
be, and forms friendships which lift 
him up or pull him down. There are 
certain boys in olir city’, some good, 
some bad, who are natural leaders, 
and when they give theteall or snap 
their finger the boy across the street 
comes and when he tells him to go he 
goes, and there is no doubt about it. 

The Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation has, therefore supplied a place 
where boys may meet and satisfy this 
craving for wholesome enjoyment — a 
place where they may choose good 
associates and good leaders, and 
where they may come into contact 
with some one outside their home who 
is interested in their moral and spirit- 
ual welfare. Some of the boys are 
enthusiastically interested in chess, 
and a club of twelve members has 
won many matches during the winter 
and has not met with a defeat. The 
dee Club does much for those who 
have the voices to belong and bands 
them together in a close and whole- 
some fellowship. They have sung at 
numerous gatherings to help the cause 
they represent. The boys also have 
a club whose object is to promote the 
social and moral life of its members, 
and to develop them along literary 
lines. 

The social life has been good. Boys 
gather in the parlor about the piano 
and sing, and the game rooms are 
well patronized. Here they meet and 
make their plans. 

The Success Club for older boys 
brings both success and failure in the 
many debates and mock trials that 
have been held under its auspices. 

The reading room has been well pat- 
ronized and the mechanical drawing 
class most successful, and greatly 
appreciated by those who have accept- 
ed its privileges. Several lectures 
have been given along moral and ed- 
ucational lines which have been well 
attended. 

The classes in the gymnasium have 
been largely attended. Here the boys 
lake part in the body-building exer- 
cises, as well as enjoy the various 
gymnasium games in which there is 
a great interest. 

There are two Bible classes — one 
for older and one for younger boys. 
Both are led by two young men who 
love boys and who are actively inter- 
ested in their welfare. Several of the 
older boys attend the men’s meetings 
held at 3:30 .Sunday afternoons. But 
the principal work along this line 
is the personal work or brotherly in- 
fluence, which one consecrated soul 
brings upon one in whom he is per- 
sonally interested, and inasmuch as a 
large number of boys frequent the 
rooms every day abundance of oppor- 
tunity is given to exert his influence. 
••A woril filly spoken is like apples of 
gold in pictures of silver.” 

There is a feeling in the hearts of 
some people, although I believe it is 
rapidly disappearing, that because this 
is a city of homes 'and not of facto- 
ries there is no need of a Young 
Men’s Christian Association. Indeed, 
our beautiful and favored city is a 
city of beautiful homes, yet there are 
many who have not good homes and 
quite a number of young men who 
board and therefore have no home at 
all. Nevertheless, 1 make no distinc- 
tion, for the devil takes just us much 
pleasure in templing the boy who 
wears t lie finest worsted as the boy 
vhn has on his back a worn-out jack- 
et. But the boy who is so blessed of 
Cod as to have a father and a mother 
who will steadily point out to him 
the way of righteousness has, indeed, 
a great advantage. 

I have also met with the argument 
that our churches can do the work, 
anil why multiply our work and divide 
our forces? In reply to the first 
statement I will say that so long as 
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the churches are open but one day In 
seven, how can they attract busy, 
hustling boys during the other nix. 
In answer to the second question I 
would say that the young men who 
are the most active in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association arc 
among the most active In the work of 
our several churches. 

I have also heard expressed that if 
my neighbor has not sufficient inter- 
est in the moral and spiritual con- 
dition of his boy and will not spend 
the time to instruct and guide him I 
ifo not consider that 1 have any respon- 
sibility in the matter. In this con- 
nection I would repeat the words of 
Christ, “Thou ahalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself.” which I take to 
mean thy neighbor’s boy as well. 

This brings me to the question, 
Am 1 my brother's keeper, and I am 
bound to admit that I am. 

‘‘Henceforth thou shalt catch men.” 

1 called once upon a gentleman who 
had built up a fortune and a large 
business through enterprise, industry 
and patience. \ wished to sell him n 
lot of merchandise. After wc had 
been together over an hour, during 
which time lie had me on the end of 
his line, pulling me in and letting me 
out until he had me winded, as the 
boys say, wc closed the trade. I saw 
immediately that he had the best of 
the bargain. Turning to the gentle- 
man and calling him by name I said, 
‘‘If I only had your wonderful amount 
of patience I would give a very great 
deal.” I have often thought that if 
this gentleman was consecrated to 
God’s service and would only fish for 
men with the same amount of 
patience as he fished for my wool at 
his price, what a work for God he 
would accomplish. How many men 
will follow a stream or sit on a bank 
uf a pond with rod and bait for hours 
in search for a fish, and after a bite 
will toil with the utmost patience un- 
til the fish is lauded in the basket, 
and yet how little patience and time 
we have to fish for those about us, 
especially those over whom we have 
influence. 

I have often admired the strenuous 
manner in which clubs and societies 
fish for members. 

I have observed also the manner in 
which an enterprising business man 
set-out to put through a dear or to 
accomplish any specified purpose. 

I have met a certain young man 
several times of late in my travels 
and I said to hiir. ‘‘It strikes me you 
are doing a good deal of bustling of 
late.” Without making nje any ans- 
wer he took from his pocket a picture 
of a voung lady. 

That was all the explanation neces- 
sary. He Had worked to win this 
girl and now he was working to sup- 
port her. If a man will work and 
sacrifice for the material comfort of 
the cue he loves dearest in this world 
ought he not likewise work for the 
eternal comfort of their souls. 

This is the manner in which the 
Young Men’s Christian Association is 
fishing every day yor men and boys 
to do God’s Work, and the more at- 
tractive you make the bait and the 
more faithfully we hold up Jesus 
Christ the more men we shall win to 
Him. When Jesus told Peter to let 
down his net on the other side of the 
boat Peter said, ‘‘Lord we have toiled 
all night and have caught nothing, 
nevertheless at Thy word we will let 
down the net.” Christ’s word to us 
is ‘‘henceforth thou shalt catch men” 
and at His word we are letting down 
our nets. If Jesus Christ had the 
power o fill Peter’s net so that it 
brake He likewise has the power to 
fill our nets if we fish in His name 
and with the word He has given unto 
us. 

I have many times been invited 
to drink and gamble and to enter into 
the many evil occupations so preva- 
lent about the country, in fact, I have 
found the Devi* to be a most cordial 
fellow, never losing his un ailing 
oourtesy and patience. I cite these 
instances not because I have asso- 
ciated with a peculiar kind of people, 
but because they represent the class 
of men which a great many young 
fellows going out into the world to do 
business are obliged to meet. I have 
seen promising young men start out 
Upon their business career with faces 
of innocence and refinement, and 
after a comparatively short apace of 
time bear”the marks of intemperance 
and prodigality. There are business 
houses who allow and encourage their 
young men to entertain certain cus- 
tomers in the evening and to treat 
them to liquors, during which time 
they often become intoxicated. I have 
been informed that to do business in 
certain towns I would be obliged to 
drink, but I have had the joy and com- 
fort of hearing it said afterwards 1 
like to sec a mail who has the courage 
to honor his own convictions. Some 
one may say my boy in not going into 
business; I propose to send him to 
college, where he will learn a pro- 
fession. Let me cite one illustration 
oj many of voung college fellows 
brought low through excesses learned 
in college. 

A rich young man he was in this 
world’s goods. I found him in a 
western village, traveling to the 
plains to seek recuperation from what 
he at first stated was over-study but 
after making Ills acquaintance found 
it to be dissipation. In some of his 
confidential moods (for I felt an in- 
terest in him as he came from the 
North) lie told me of the manner in 
which he with others spent their col- 
lege days. It seems that there were 
a number of fellows in his crowd, 
one of whom always refused to drink. 
This one always made t lie statement 
t hut he would go with the crowd 
wherever they went, but that they 
should never ask him to take a drink 
ot whiskey, lie said, “Boys, I know 
my weakness, and if I ever take one 
drink I will never stop.” Not content 
with asking this fellow time and 
time again to indulge • with them, one 
evening they held his hands and 
made him drink u glass of whiskey. 
It was us he had many times stated, 
the beginning of his end, having 
whetted the appetite he could never 
stop. These fellows did their utmost 
to reclaim this unfortunate fellow 
but he never could be reclaimed. This 
acquaintance whom 1 chanced to meet 
told me it was his constant night- 
mare, and that while lie did not, 
himself, assist in this fellow's down 
fall, yet he was with the crowd and 
made no objection to the dreadful 
treatment. 1 cite these illustrations 
to show the great need of u young 
mail having his heart right with God 
and his life given over to Christ's 
service as early In life as is possi- 


ble. I was thirteen yearn of age 
when I joined thin Church of Christ 
and although that step did not mean 
to me then as much as It does today 
yet I believe I knew what I was about 
and I know that had I not had my 
anchor cast in the Church of God I 
would have drifted many times with 
the current. In justice, however to 
the Association in whose behalf I 
speak 1 must say that to its influence 
more than to anything else I owe my 
interest in and my Christian enthu- 
siasm for my fellow-men, and there 
arc young men in the Association de- 
veloped by the Y. M. C. A. whose in- 
terest in many of your boys is helping 
you to lead them to that City whose 
maker and builder is God. 

Wc have a young man in Eliot 
Church who leads the Glee Club at the 
Association und whose itlflcucc for 
righteousness with these young- men iH 
more than you can imagine, and we 
have another young man working 
along tiie same line, and another 
teaching them the word of God and 
who is greatly loved by the boys, 
Other instances I might mention, and 
the more work they put in there (he 
more do they put in for Eliot church, 

I speak the truth when I say that 
our city is indebted to this institution. 
Many of the churches arc likewise 
indebted. Many fathers and mothers 
arc under obligations to this Associa- 
tion, and several have taken the oc- 
casion to say so. And the evidence 
that the voung men, themselves, 
think so is expressed in the mancr in 
which they work for their friends 
and for the Association, and in the 
liberal manner in which many of the 
older ones make their contributions. 

As I stated before, some of the boys 
are natural leaders, and it is highly 
important that this gift of leadership 
should be used to their own best good 
and to that of those over whom they 
have so much influence. 

Our senior membership consists of 
men— mostly young men— and their 
social life, like that of the boys, is 
good. 

The men’s game room is distinct 
from that of the boys, and serves to 
attract many Four socials have been 
held throughout the season and have 
been well attended. Attendance at 
the rooms for one week during the 
past winter was seven hundred per- 
sons, and some days a hundred and 
fifty different persons are in the rooms 
Eighty-five new members have joined 
since last October. 

Several games have been given to 
the Association by some of its friends 
during the past winter, which have 
increased the interest in the socia 
department and which have brought 
into the Association several new 
members. Several of the men work- 
ing in the stores about town take ad- 
vantage of the rooms and a number of 
the storekeepers are among our most 
loyal supporters. 

The classes for young men in the 
gymnasium have been largely attend- 
ed, and very successful!, both from 
the standpoint of body building and 
of athletics. Our friend, Dr Gleason, 
who is the medical examiner of the 
Association, has kindly consented to 
give any boy or young man a physical 
examination before he begins the 
season’s work in the gymasium. We 
have three classes for young men, 
three for boys, and two for business 
men. Twenty-five business men have 
been enrolled in the last named class, 
and the interest has been sustained 
throughout the season. Through the 
generosity of some of our friends we 
not ouly have a finely equipped gym* 
azium, but a running track as well, 
which has already proven its worth. 

The Sunday afternoon Gospel meet- 
ings for men have increased in at- 
tendance and have been full of spirit- 
ual interest. The Young Men’s Bible 
Class has been well attended and very 
profitable. During the year several 
young men and boys have decided 
that the most manly Jife^is the Chris- 
tian life; that the most satisfying life 
is the Christian life, and with the 
help of Christ are trying to serve Him 
faithfully and to 'do those thiugs 
which they feel He would heartily 
approve. 

Some of our supporters are interest- 
ed more especially in the social or 
club side of the work; some arc inter- 
ested principally in the physical side, 
and some in the spiritual. Whatever 
your opinions may be as to the rela- 
tive merits of these respective branch- 
es you must admit that the all-round 
man is what is needed. As has been 
said: 

‘‘God give us men a time like this 
demands 

Strong hearts, true faith broad minds 
and willing hands. 

“Men whom the lust of oflice will not 
kilt 

Men whom the spoils of oflice will 
not buy, 

Men who possess opinons and a will 
Mcii who have honor; men who will 
not lie.” 

A strong physical man who lacks 
the spiritual side in his character 
loses his real strength just the same 
as a highly educated man who has 
not the spirit of Christ in his heart 
loses his power to save uien. It is also 
unfortunate for an active Christian 
to lack tiie physical strength to put 
his efforts to the largest and beat use. 

1 want to emphasize the fact that if 
a young man accepts these privleges 
without giving anything in return he 
loses the true enjoyment. If he ac- 
cepts the privilege which belongs to 
him and which many do accept and 
which all should, he allies himself 
with the working force of the Asso- 
ciation and brings the same amount 
of love and enthusiasm and enterprise 
into the work for his fellows as he 
puts into the games and sports that 
he loves. Thus he changes a charac- 
ter that might naturally be selfish to 
a character that is ever seeking an 
opportunity to help his family, his 
church, bis fellows, and thereby his 
Christ who lived and d^cd for him. 
The young man who holds fast to 
Jesus Christ who is an out and out 
Christian and who is industrious ami 
enterprising in his business is as a 
mountain that cannot tie moved but 
abideth forever. As lleury Van Dyke 
has said, ••Four things a man must 
learn to do, if lie would make ills rec- 
ord 'true 

To think without confusion clearly. 
To love his fellow men sincerely, 

To act from honest motives purely, 
To trust in God and heaven securely. ” 

Such men need not fear. They are 
wanted in busi ess by Jew and Gen- 
tile alike, and are greatly appreciated 
To be sure, some have no use for them, 


but the one who win* bu*ine** in any 
form through bin strict integrity ha* 
a capital that insure to lie recognized. 
vSuch young men arc keenly nought 
after today and are dolr.g great thing* 
in the world’s work. Surely it is an 
age for young men. 

I once knew of a man who wa* noted 
for not upcaking the truth, but he told 
one of hi* «ale*men that if he ever 
caught him lying to him he would 
discharge him at once. 

John R. Mott, of whom you all 
know, i* a product of Y- M. C. A. J 
work, having been developed by tiie 
association of Cornell University. L. 
W. Messer, now Gcucral-Hccrct.'iiy of 
the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tions in the city of Chicago, was at 
one time a clerk in a dry goods' store 
in one of the suburban towns of Bos- 
ton. He was developed through the 
Y. M. C. A. and is in the front rank 
of Association work today. Fred 
Whit ford, General Secretary of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
work at Buffalo, having one of the 
largest Association buildings in the 
country, was converted through the 
work of the president of the Newton 
Young Men’s Christian Association, 
Mr. Sayford, and developed by the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 
Before his conversion he was a boy 
without any definite aim in life. 
Henry J. McCoy the man who has 
molded the Y M. C . A. work of the 
Pacific coast, was developed by the 
Y. M, C. A. work of Massachusetts. 
He was a bobbin boy in a mill when 
converted. Our president, Mr. Say* 
fttrd, was won to Christ through the 
efforts of a traveling salesman and 
developed through the Young Men’s 
Cnstian Association. Since his con- 
version he has turned many thousand 
young men to the love and service of 
Christ. The Y. M. C. A. has brought . 
a phase to Army and Navy life that I 
was never dreamed of. 

There are many fine, honest, manly 
fellows among us who are not out and 
out Christians, but until they lay 
their sins at the loot of the Cross 
(for wc all are sinners and must needs 
do this) and receive the spirit of 
Christ into their hearts and lives 
the/ lose the eternal blessing for 
themselves and fail to lead others 
into the fullness of life. If there are 
any fathers or mothers her* who wish 
their boys or girls to take this stand 
and have not taken it themselves I 
pray that they may first give them- 
selves to Christ and then seek to win 
their children. 

For several years the responsibility 
of raising the funds necessary in 
carrying on the work of the Newton 
Young Men's Christian Association 
has rested upon me, and if other 
young men knew of the great pleasure 
and profit that this task has brought 
to me lam sure that competition for 
the position would be so keen that I 
would no longer have this honor. 
Many have already made their con- 
tribution this 3 ’ear; therefore, it is to 
those who have not given that I make 
the financial appeal. We do not wish 
to ask any one to give more than once 
during the same year. Our fiscal year 
closes October 31st next, and we shall 
need one thousand dollars in subscrip- 
tions between now and that time. I 
trust that as a result of today’s 
meetings this amount may be secured. 
It is much more satisfactory to secure 
the necessary funds in advance. If 
those of you who have not already 
given this year will fill out the 
pledge cards found in the pews for 
the most you feel you can give I as- 
sure you it will be greatly appreciat- 
ed. We need money in order to carry 
on this work, but we need Chris- 
tian workers also. Frank to say I 
know of no greater investment for 
the more of such life we have in the 
work the fuller will be our nets when 
the dawn conies. Give us your 
money; give us your boy; give us 
yourself, and these churches of Christ 
will be living witnesses of the tre- 
mendous value of this work. “Hence- 
forth thou shalt catch men” and 
“they forsooK all and followed Him,”

Rules and Regulations for the Gov. 

ernment and Use of the Waters of 

Charles River. 

Rcle l. No person shall annoy another 
person, or utter any profane, threatening or 
abusive language, or loud outcry, or solicit 
any subscription or contribution: or have 
possession of or drink any intoxicating 
liquor: or play any game of chance : or have 
possession of any instrument ol gambling: 
ot do any obscene or indecent act : or have 
possession of or use a flash light, search 
light or dark lantern. 

Kri.t 2. No person shall throw any stone 
or other missile, or have possession of ajiy 
fire-cracker, torpedo or fire-work : or. except 
with written authority from said Metropoli- 
tan Park Commission, engage iu business, 
sell or give awuy any goods, wares or circu- 
lars : or post. palm, affix or display any 
sign, notice, placard or advertising device: 
or have possession of or discharge any fire- 
arm. 

Rpi.e 3. No person shall bathe except ill 
proper costume ami at a place designated 
therefor. 

Rei n 4. No person shall have charge of. 
run or drive 11 boat propelled by a steam, 
naptha, gasoline, electric or other motor or 
engine, unless he shall first have obtained a 
permit therefor from the Metropolitan Park 
Com mission. 

Rl'i.K 5. No person shall run or drive a 
boat propelled by a steam, naptha, gasoline, 
electric, or other motor or engine at a sireed 
exceeding eight miles an hour : or in such a 
manner as to endanger or at.noy the occu- 
pants of other boats or canoes. 

Hi i.k b‘. No person shall row 'or paddle a 
boat or canoe unless able to ccntrulor handle 
the same with safety to himself or to other 
occupants thereof : or In such a manner as to 
annoy or endanger the occupants of other 
boats or canoes. 

Rule 7. No person shall throw, drop or 
place in the river any waste paper, rubbish 
or refuse: or. except with written authority 
from said Metropolitan Park Commission, 
moor any boat or raft in tbe river or build 
or maintain any float or plutform on or over 
the water of the river: or fish front any 
bridge which crosses the river: or cut or 
Injure the lit* on the waters of the river In 
such a manner as to Interfere with the lawful 
rights of tbe public thereon. 


Any person violating any one of the above 
rules is liable tu a fine of twenty dollars (or 
each offence.

NO TRANSFERS. 

R. R. Commissioners Decide 
in Favor of Company. 

Free Transfers on N. & B. Line 
Withdrawn until Sept. 30, 05. 

The following decision of the Rail- 
road Commissioners in the matter of 
free transfers and improved service 
on the Newton and Boston Street Kail- 
wav was made public yesterday after- 
noon : 

Petition of the Newton and Eoston 
Street Railway Company for consent 
to withdrawal of transfers. 

Petition of D. Frank Lord and 
others for restoration of service upon 
the Newton and Boston street rail- 
way. 

Two petitions are before us, one by 
the’eonipany for authority to with- 
draw transfers, the other by patrons 
for the restoration of service. 

The first is a proceeding under sec- 
tion 74, chapter 112, Revised Laws, 
which provides that “no corporation 
which opeiates a street railway shall 
withdraw or discontinue the use of 
transfers from one car or line of cars 
to another without the approval of the 
Board.” It is doubtful whether this 
statute applies to the transfers in 
question here, and there are. beside, 
other possible complications connected 
with their proposed withdrawal; but 
as this seems to have been the wish 
of parties, we have treated the situa- 
tion as one in which our decision 
mieht have a practical value. 

That the public can only be well 
served when the company which 
serves it is able to realize a reasona- 
ble return upon the capital honestly 
invested is too plain a truth to need 
discussion. 

A voluntary association, the Boston 
and Suburban Electric Company, 
holds as a stockholder the controlling' 
interest in the Newton and Boston 
and the Newton companies and in 
other properties. What those who 
are thus associated do with the divi- 
dends which thej- receive from their 
shares in railway stocks or what val- 
ue they ulace upon such shares is of 
no more importance to those who use 
these railways and pay the fares 
which support them than if the con- 
trolling stockholder were an individ- 
ual. The Board deals only with the 
capitalization of the rail way compan- 
ies, their methods of constructing, 
maintaining and operating their 
railways and the corporate receipts 
and expenditures. That a common 
ownership and management makes 
the several Newton railways to all 
intents and purposes parts of one local 
system is a fact to be given cue 
weight. 

The Newton and Boston company 
was incorporated under the general 
law in 1892. The original location, 
granted in December 1891, extended 
from Xewtonville to Newton Centre. 
In May 1892 the coinpauy was given 
an extension of location to Newton 
Highlands and Newton Upper Falls. 
A location in Needham was secured 
later. In November 1897 the company 
leased the Newtouville and Watertown 
railway, thus increasing ihe mileage 
of track operated to about twelve 
miles. 

The number of passengers carried 
upon the Newton and Boston railway 
in 1898 was 1,163,232. Of these nine- 
teen per cent were carried upon trans- 
fers. In 1903 the number of passen- 
gers carried was 1.689.2^2. Of these 

I more than one half used transfers, 
thus paying half fare. This half fare 
covered a possible ride of four and a 
half miles in cue direction amt six 
I and a half miles iu the other.

wages often form an important part 
of their family’s support, and to whom 
the word vacation means only loss of 
pay. and consequently poorer living 
at home; sick children, of whom the 
doctors have said, “A week at the 
seashore, or in the country, would do 
wonders for them." All of these 
Classes we have among us, not in 
large numbers to be sure, for our 
city is a highly favored one, but 
enough of them to call for our sym- 
pathy and aid. Will it not be a priv- 
ilege for those who are able to spend 
lavishly for summer enjoyments to 
provide for some of these weary 
workers or sickly children, that the 
season may have something of 
brightness in it for all? 

Last year the sum of $212 was

picnics to twelve families, aggregat- j 
ing sixty women and children; and 
532 more, afforded 30 old people and i 
little children delightful electric rides, 
while the last ten dollar bill enabled 
a most worthy old lady to enjoy the 
comfort of her one little room through 
July and August, with the feeling 
that her rent was paid. If it seems to 
anyone that the money thus spent has 
not given its equivalent of happiness 
and cheer let no notice be taken of 
this appeal; but if any would like to 
aid in this undenominational and 
largely unorganized work, not of 
charity, but of neighborly kindness, , 
they are cordially invited to join in ( 
the work, either by contributions of !

The company ha* paid dividend* in 
four year* only, viz. in ]3% to 1H99 
inclusive. The total amount tint a «lis- 
trl billed being 516.81 2. 50. No one of 
tliJM dividend* should have been 
paid, a* the money ought to have been 
applied to the maintenance of the i 
property. 

If wc were to fix the exact amount 
of the yearly losses which the com- 
pany appears to have sustained it 
would he necessary to rearrange the 
figure* given at the hearing and to 
criticize the fact that the cost of pow- 
er charged against itself has been 
greater than that charged by it 
against the companies which it has 
supplied with power. But it is enough 
for present purposes that, making all 
allowances for overcharges or changes 
iu accounts, the company since 1899, 
has unquestionably met with a heavy j 
annual loss in operation which has ini 
paired its assets to the extent of a 
hundred and twenty five thousand 
dollars. Such a state of affairs can- 
cot continue. Were every debt wiped 
out no one would take the property as 
a gift provided the railway is to be 
run in the future under like conditions 
with those of the past. 

An appraisal shows that the railway ' 
has a replacement value of between I 
5450,000 and 5500,000. The outstand- 
ing capital stock of the company 
amounts to $200,000 and the outstand- 
ing bonds to $200,000. The floating 
indebedness is $285,000. This in- 
debtedness includes the operating 
losses and certain expenses of con- 
struction which cannot now be prop- 
erly capitalized, the two constituting 
the impairment of the property. 

We have determined to approve a 
withdrawal of transfers upon this rail- 
way for a limited period as an experi- j 
mental measure, with the understand- ! 
ing that during such period no divi- ! 
dends shall be paid and that net earn-; 
itigs, should there be any, shall be de- 
voted to the reduction of the floating 
indebtedness of the company. 

As the withdrawal of these trans- 
fers will not only benefit the Newton 
and Boston but as well the Newton 
company, with which they are ex- 
changed, we have considered the ex- 
tent to which that company will be 
benefitted thereby and are convinced 
that, taking the most sanguine view 
of any resulting increase in earn- 
ings, there need be no fear that such 
increase will bring to the stockhold- 
ers of the Newton company any more 
than a reasonable return upon its < 
proper capitalization. 

The period for which the Board ; 
consents to a withdrawal of transfers 
upon the Newton and Boston street 
railway, other than those between its 
own cars and lines, is that ending 
September 30, 1905. The Board will 
then reveiw the questions now pre- 
sented in the light of the experience 
thus gained with the purpose of rec- 
ommending such action as will give 
to the company an opportunity to op- 
erate the railway uuder reasonable 
conditions and secure to the public 
full protection of rights and privi- 
leges. 

The second of the two petitions re- 
lates to the action of the company in 
chaugiug its schedule from twenty to 
thirty minute time. This change was 
made as another measure of retrench- 
ment. 

During a part of the day the light 
travel justifies this arrangement, but 
at other times we think that a better 
srcvice should be giveu. Accomoda- 
tion in car service is paramount to 
the question of fares, and we recom- 
mend that the company provide a 
more frequent service through the 
busy hours of travel in the morning 
and in the evening. Something more 
than a mere restoration of the former 
service might well be given during j 
this part of the day.

Mrs. Lucia Ames Mead the well 
known lecturer was the guest and 
spoke on the coming Peace Confer- 
ence to be held iu Boston next Octo- 
ber. Mrs. Mead’s topic was “The 
Peace of the World.” She sketched 
the work of t lie first Hague confer- 
ence, the result of which was forming 
au international tribunal, to wliith 
might be presented cases of differen- 
ces between nations, and said that 11 
nations had been tried there. She 
spoke of two important measures now 
before Congress which she hoped the 
people would urge the Senate to adopt 
for the establishing of arbitration 
treaties between this country, Eng- 
land, France and other nations on 
all questions iu dispute, not exclud- 
ing questions of honor, and auother 
sent by the Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, to establish ail advisory con- 
gress where representatives of all the 
nations shall meet and decide vexed 
questions on boundary lines and sim- 
ilar matters. Mrs. Mead made the 
interesting statements that a first 
class battle ship costs as much as all 
the ninety four bindings of Harvard 
University, that just previous to the 
Cuban War our army cost fifty million 
annually and that over one hundred 
ami forty seven million was paid out 
iu pensions. The Twentieth Century 
will add to the International Court 
au International Congress. Gradual 
disarmament will accompany this uud 
finally a small international army 
will enforce international decrees 
while militia alone will secure order 
within each nation. 

Rev. Albert L. Squier, pastor of 
the Newtonville Methodist Episcopal 
church will preach a sermon Sunday 
morning suggestive of Memorial Day. 
The subject will be “Unheralded 
Heroism.” In the evening he will 
preach u special sermon to young 
men. Subject, “The Whole Man.” 
At the latter service it is hoped to 
have special singing.

The Drowning of Two 
Newton Boys. 

Herbert Burgess of Otis street New- 
tonvillc and Harry Stoddard of New- 
tonville avenue, Newtonville, were 
drowned Wednesday afternoon while 
canoeing on the Charles River near 
the Norumbega Tower. 

How the affair occurred is not 
known, the cries of the boys after 
their canoe had upset being the first 
notice that anything had gone wrong. 
These cries were heard by a couple of 
laborers who were at work in a cove 
about a quarter of a mile away. They 
jumped into their boat, and, rowing 
around a bend, saw the overturned 
canoe near the tower. The toys were 
not in sight, but, when close to the 
canoe, the men observed some bubbles 
coming up at a spot where the water 
was about 10 feet deep. They used a 
boat hook and soon brought to the 
surface the body of young Stoddard. 
As it showed signs of life, it was 
taken ashore, and every effort was 
made to restore'll itn. The body was 
worked on for over an hour, but un- 
happily without success. The body of 
Burgess was recovered within a few 
minutes of that of Stoddard, and, 
although it showed no signs of life, 
was also worked over. 

The bodies were taken to the head- 
quarters of the park police near Wes- 
ton bridge, where they were identified 
by Charles D. Meserve of the Newton 
high school. They were later viewed 
by Medical Examiner Mead. 

Stoddard was the soil of Dr. Henry 
B. Stoddard and for the last year has 
been a pupil at the school connected 
with the Museum of Fine Arts in Bos- 
ton. He was a remarkably promising 
young man and had done considerable 
poster work of merit. 

Burgess was the son of Mrs. Addie 
L. Burgess and was a member of the 
class of 1905 of the Newton high 
school. 

The funeral of Mr. Stoddard will be 
held from t lie Central Congregational 
church this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

Services for Mr. Burgess will be 
held at the New Church tomorrow 
afternoon at 3 o'clock.

All Executive Departments Send 
Treasures to the 
World’s Fair. 


Dlepliy Installed In the Largeat Gov 
ernmsntal Exposition Building Ever 
Constructed — Preolous Doou* 
ments — Relioa of Famous 
Statesmen and 8oldlers. 
Working Postal 
Exhibit. 


The United States Government build* 
log at the World's Fair occupies an 
elevated site Just Bouth of the main 
picture of the Exposition. The great 
central dome of the Government build- 
ing Is visible from the very center of 
the Fair, looking across the picturesque 
Bunken garden that lies between the 
Palaces of Mines und Metallurgy and 
Liberal Arts. 

The hill Blope In front of the Gov- 
ernment building Is terraced with 
broad stairways almost completely 
covering the Blope.

Precious documents 
are to be seen here, and the autographs 
of our great men of the past are on 
display. Relics of famous statesmen 
and Boldlers, carefully preserved 
through generations, are exhibited. 
Each governmental department has In- 
stalled an exhibit showing Its official 
character and mode of operation. 

Entering the Government building 
from the eastern end, the visitor sees 
at his left a railroad postofflee car. 
This is not a mere couch standing idle,

but is one of the most improved mall 
cars, In which men attached to the 
United States railway mail service are 
actively engaged In "throwing" the 
mulls. Here you will see the postul 
clerks at work, just as they work while 
speeding aloug a railroad track. 

A curious collection of old time rel- 
ics from the postoffice museum at 
Washington illustrates as no verbal 
description can do tho crude begin- 
nings of the postal system. One of 
these relics Is an old fnsh toned stage- 
coach that once carried United States 
mails through n portion of the Louisi- 
ana purchase territory. President 
Roosevelt, who once Inspected it, ex- 
amined with a rough rider’s Interest 
the bullet holes which stage robbers 
and mountain brigands shot through 
Its stiff leathern curtains. Generals 
Sherman and Sheridan nnd President 
Garfield rode in this old coach during 
the strenuous days of frontier life. 
Among the collection of documents 
showing the primitive postal methods 
In vogue In the early days Is to bo 
seen the old book of accounts kept by 
the first postmaster general, Beujumin 
Franklin, all written by hand. There 
Is a rare collection of stamps, Includ- 
ing niicieiit Filipino, Porto Rican und 
Cuban stumps. The postoffice depart- 
ment's exhibit occupies 12,401) uquure 
feet. 

Across the aisle, at the right. Is the 
exhibit of the new Department of 
Commerce und Lubor. occupying 1.000 
square feet. This exhibit shows what 
the new executive department stands 
for und whut it Is accomplishing. Mr. 
Carroll D. Wright. United States Com- 
missioner of Labor, hml charge of the 
preparation of the exhibit. Charts ar- 
ranged by Idm. showing the rapid 
growth of the nutlon in agriculture, 
arts, manufacture, population, etc., are 
of special Interest to sociologists and 
all students of the lubor problem. The 
Census Bureau exhibit is made In tills 
section. It shows the tabulating ma- 
chines used In compiling the census re- 
ports. The Lighthouse Board, also op-f 
frating under this department, shows 
the great revolving lenses in light- 
houses, with other Interesting appli- 
ances. 

The space in the projecting north- 
west corner of the building Is devoted 
to tho Library of Congress. The edi- 
fice which houses this library at Wash- 
ington Is held by muny architects to 
• be the most beautiful building lu the 
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world. Its Interior decorations, by El- 
mer Kllswo»tli Gnrnsoy, furnish one 
of the chief delights of n visit to the 
national capital. A Inrge model of this 
splendid building Is n fenturo of the 
exhibit. The decorative features of 
the interior are reproduced In their 
orlglnnl colors. 

The next exhibit on the right hand 
side of tho central nlBle Is that of the 
Interior Department, occupying 11,702 
sqiinro feet. In tills large space the 
viBltor finds bo ninny things of com- 
pelling Interest that he Is lonth to 
lenve. The Patent Office exhibit be- 
longs to this section. There nre mod- 
els of many machines that have borne 
an Important part in the development 
of the nation’s Industries. Tho earliest 
form of every device of human Inven- 
tion, so far ns possible, Is shown here. 
For Instance, you may see the actual 
sewing machine that was the first con- 
trivance of 1 1 b kind every constructed; 
It wns patented In 1840 by Elina Howe. 
The first typewriter, pntented by C. 
Thurber In 1842; the model of the first 
enst Iron plow, patented by Charles 
Newbold in 1707; the first screw pro- 
peller, Invented by Robert Hook In 
1080; nnd many other "first" things 
nre to be seen. The model of Abraham 
Lincoln’s celebrated device for lifting 
steamboats off slionls is shown here. 
The first harvesting machine, made In 
the year 150 B. C., is one of the most 
undent exhibits at the Exposition. 
There Is also a model of the first steam 
engine, made In Egypt In the same 
year. 

Every foot of the 200,000 feet of 
floor Bpnce In Uncle Snm’B World's 
Fair building Is occupied by exhibits 
of surpassing interest, and every phase 
of the people’s welfare Is shown. 

CURIOUS THINGS FROM CHINA 

Tho Mo*t Magnificent Bede Ever Seen 

Are Part of tho Celostial Empiro'a 
World's Fair Exhibit. 

Tho Chinese exhibit at the World’s 
FnJr is filled with pleasing surprises. 
Some of the most magnificent articles 
of furniture are a part of this wonder- 
ful display. The carving and inlaying 
of Ivory, bone and wood Illustrate tbe 
marvelous skill of the Chinese. 

Models Included In this Interesting 
exhibit show the homes nnd home life 
of the Chinese, their weddings and 
funerals, Chinese tea house, restau- 
rant und shop. Chinese weaving and 
some of tbe beautiful Bilks nod wear- 
ing apparel of the Chluese and their 
methods of manufacturing them. 

One feature of the exhibit Is two 
magnificent Chinese beds, each of 
which has the appearance of being a 
small bouse of great beauty. One Is a 
summer berk the other for winter. Tbe 
summer bed is bnnd carved and inlaid 
with ivory and bone figures and land- 
scapes exquisitely carved und bo 
skillfully Joined us to appear a part of 
the wood. Tbe bed and furniture are 
of carved bamboo. The bed consists of 
an anteroom, with tnbles, chairs and 
tea stands, and In an Inner room, which 
is the sleeping apartment, there is a 
couch with coverings of gauzy silks. 

The winter bed is still more elabo- 
rate. It consists of three compartments. 
The first contains four elmJrs, u tea poy 
and a chest of drawers. This Is the sit- 
ting apartment. The second is the dress- 
ing room, und the third Is tbe sleep- 
ing apartment, or the couch Itself. The 
furniture Is of rosewood lulu id with 
Ivory carving of birds, flowers und 
trees. The couch Is covered with silks 
of the tluest texture and in gaudy col- 
ors. The sleeping compartments are 
lighted with Chinese lanterns of silk 
huug at the outer eutruuce, while the 
light enters through gauze puuels, baud 
painted nnd In forms of rosewood in- 
laid with Ivory figures. 

A table nud dish made of highly pol- 
ished ash, with exquisitely carved 
bamboo figures inlaid, are shown. The 
work Is bo artistically done that each 
article seems to have been made of 
one piece of wood. 

There Is also a largo display of Chi- 
nese lanterns made of silk, gauze and 
other light material and some made of 
heads artistically urrnnged with glass 
centers. The silk und gauze are beau- 
tifully hand painted. 

There are models of some of the 
great Chinese temples, theaters und 
arches, showing elaborate curving In 
wood and Ivory and two largo elephant 
tusks exquisitely curved. 

WHARFAGE FREE AT ST. LOUIS 

Twenty Miles of River Front For Wa- 
ter Craft at World’s Fair City. 

Free wharfage will be given to all 
bouts landing at St. Louis during the 
World’s Fair. Traffic Manager 11 II- 
lenry of the Exposition and .Joseph R. 
Whyte, harbor and wharf commission- 
er of St. Louis, huvu decided on the lo- 
cutions assigned to the various kinds 
of boats. 

Yachts, steam launches and all bouts 
propelled by their own power have 
been assigned wharf space between 
Choteuu avenue nnd Biddle street. 
These streets, running #ast und west, 
form the boundary ’.files for the cen- 
tral business district of tile city. 

House boats have been assigned 
wharf spuco north of Blddlo street 
Hid south of Chateau avenue. 

St. Louis lias a river front of twen- 
ty miles. The Broadway line of tho 
Transit company parallels tho river 
from tho city limits on tho north to 
Jefferson Barracks on the south. At 
no point nre the cars more than five 
Mocks from the Mississippi river. The 
World’s Fair may be reached for one 
fare by transferring to any of the 
eight lines that cross Broadway uud 
reach the Exposition grounds. 

No charge will he mude for wharf- 
age. Application for spuco should ho 
made to the hurbor und wharf com- 
missioner at the City Hall, on Twelfth 
street, betweeu Murket street uud 
Clark u venue.

It offers illustrations cover- 
ing the full field of social performance, 
from the production of the Bhoes on 
our feet and tbe pavement beneath 
them to a presentation of the rarest 
and most delicate creations of the 
brains nnd hands of men in what are 
called the fine artB of clvlltzutloo.

The classification of the SL Louis 
Exposition has been prepared to pre- 
sent a sequential synopsis of the de- 
velopments that have marked man’s 
progress.

Each of the separate sections 
of tho Exposition will be uu equivalent 
of— or. rather, will bo lu actuulity u 
comprehensive and most effective ob- 
ject lesson ln>— the line of Industrial 
and social achievement uud progress 
Which its presents.

From any point witblu 300 miles of 
St. Louis a person may travel to the 
World’s Fair this year, view the won- 
ders of tho Exposition for three days 
and expend the sume money he would 
pay In any other year for tyuiu fure 
alone. This Is uu uhsoiute fact.

ALL THE STATES AT 

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

Many Beautiful Pavilion* and Preten* 
tioue Buildings Show Forth tha 
Enterprise of American 
Commonwealths. 

A beautiful city has grown up among 
tho trees on tho World’s Fnlr grounds 
at SL Louis. It lms nothing to do with 
the Immense exhibit palaces, but in a 
thing apart. Tho houses In this new 
city nre of various Htyles of architec- 
ture. Some are palatial in size and ap- 
pearance, while others look merely cozy 
nnd Inviting. Never before linve bo 
many notable nnd historic buildings 
been constructed in one group. This 
now city might be called the City of 
the StnteB, for the houses Included in it 
are the state buildings at the Fair, 

The city is not compact but some- 
what straggling, as befits the pictur- 
esqueness of the view. Yet there Is 
nothing suggestive of n Strlngtown- 
on-the-Plke about this city, for the 
grounds surrounding each of the houses 
are beautified with gardens typical of 
the stato represented. 

All the states are to be represented 
at the World’s Fair. This means a 
great deal, a shining triumph for tbe 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, nnd 
furnishes another illustration of the 
fact that this Exposition's complete- 
ness Is the marvel of the age. 

Fifty-one states, territories and pos- 
sessions of the United States have 
taken the steps necessnry to partici- 
pate In the World's Fair on nn Impor- 
tant scale. But two states were still 
outside the fold nt the Inst reporL nnd 
In each of these wns a well defined 
movement In favor of being represent- 
ed nt the Fnlr with buildings and ex- 
hibits. New Hampshire, the old home 
state, and Delaware are the states re- 
ferred to. In New Hampshire a fund 
for participation Is being raised pri- 
vately by patriotic citizens, bo that in 
the event of leglatntlve inaction this 
commonwealth may be represented. 

The Btates nnd territories ore ex- 
pending over $7,000,000 in their efforts 
to show off to best advantage at the 
Exposition. This is a million and a 
third more than wqb expended at the 
Chicago exposition by the states. In 
addition to this. Inrge cities In many 
Btates will have municipal exhibits, the 
funds for which are not included In 
those figures. Tbe municipal exhibit 
idea 1 b entirely novel. From n number 
of the states there will be prominent 
county exhibits provided by Bpeclal ap- 
propriation of county funds. 

This City of tbe States presents a 
picture of surpassing beauty. Nature 
has done much to aid in tho creation 
of the picture. Never before has any 
exposition been nble to grant such ad- 
vantageous sites for stute buildings. 
The buildings are situated on a plateau 
about seventy-five feet higher than the 
level ground to the north upon which 
stand the mnin exhibit palaces. There 
are hills and ravines here and there, 
enabling the landscapists to lay out a 
most delightful pattern of roads and 
terraces and lawns. 

The smallest of the state buildings Is 
that of Arizona, which stands near the 
southeastern entrance to the grounds. 
One of the largest is that of Missouri, 
from the dome of which It is said that 
perhaps the very finest view of the 
Exposition may be enjoyed. This 
building Is a palace In tbe Italian re- 
naissance architecture, built at a cost 
of $105,000. Near by Is tbe reproduc- 
tion of the Cnbildo at New Orleans, lu 
which the Louisluun Purchase transfer 
ceremonies took pluee — Louisiana’s 
state building. Oblo has n clubhouse 
of highly oruate design. In the architec- 
ture of the French renaissance. Illi- 
nois Is prominent with a most pre- 
tentious structure, with wide verandas 
and a commanding cupola. 

A description of each of the state 
buildings, with any detail, would more 
than fill a newspuper page. It Is only 
possible here to hint at some of the 
Interesting structures. California, for 
histunee, has reproduced in exact size 
tho famous old Lu Rablda Mission. 
Connecticut presents a replica of the 
Sigouruey residence at Hartford, home 
of the poetess Lydia Huntley Sigour- 
uey lu her time. This building is said 
to be tbe finest specimen of purely 
colonial architecture now standing. 
The New Kentucky Home, from the 
Blue Grass State, Is a handsome club- 
house that would make some of the 
mansions ulong Fifth nvenue. New 
York city, look Insignificant. Beau- 
voir, the quaint old house which Jef- 
ferson DuvIh owned and occupied for 
many years, is reproduced by Missis- 
sippi. Its wide verandas or galleries 
give It n most inviting appearance. 
Washington's headquarters at Morris- 
town. N. J„ are reproduced by New 
Jersey. Virginia contributes Monti- 
cello, tho home of Thomas Jefferson. 

The state of Washington contributes 
u structure of unique design. It is 
called the Wigwam, live stories 
high, built of wood from Washington 
forests. The building is octagonal, 
with gtgautic diagonal timbers rising 
from the ground and meeting lu un 
upex ninety feet In the air. ubovc 
which Is built un observutory. from 
which n splendid view of the Exposi- 
tion umy be hud. An elevator will 
curry visitors to the observatory. 

New York. PeunsylvuuUi, Ohio, Ar- 
kansas, Colorado. West Virginia, In 
diunu, Wisconsin. Texas uud many 
other states nre represented by build- 
ings which ciiuuot fall to arouse ad- 
miration. The Texas building Is In 
the shupe of u five pointed star, un 
appropriate Idea for the big Lone 
Star Stute. lowu has a magnificent 
mansion, with classic porticoes a ml u 
central tower contnlnlug un observa 
tory chamber. Kansas, Indian Terri 
tory and Oklahoma each uphold the 
groAvlug reputation of the southwest 
for enterprise and fertility of re- 
sources. 


COWS TRAINED 
FOR THE TEST 

Jerseys at the World's Fair Are Ex- 
pected to Show That They Are 
Superior to All Other Breeds, 

The herd of Jersey cows assembled 
at the World's Fair nt St Louis to rep- 
resent tho Jersey breed in the universal 
dniry test has been Inspected and has 
been pronounced In perfect condition 
and ready to stnrt upon their six 
months’ grind on a day’s notice. 

W. R. Spann of tbe Burr Uak Jersey 
form, Dallas, Tex., was the inspector, 
and ho was thorough in his work. He 
pnssed a week on the Exposition 
grounds, nnd much of the time was 
spent in and around the Jersey cattle 
barn, and the condition of each Indi- 
vidual of the herd of forty cows was 
definitely ascertained. 

Never was more Intelligent and care- 
ful treatment lavished on animals. No 
athlete was ever better trained for a 
contest requiring the development of 
speed, skill and endurance than has 
been this herd of Jerseys. When it Is 
known that this herd is to compete 
with selected herds of Holstelns, Short- 
horns, Brown Swiss and Devons, and 
the herd making the best score for the 
production of butter, milk and cheese 
Is to establish the standing of the 
various breeds, tbe Importance of the 
cows being In perfect condition may 
be understood. 

For a solid year the Jerseys have 
been In constant training. Twenty- 
five cows will participate In the con- 
test Cows were selected from the 
best herds in the United States. 

Dr. J. J. Richardson, president of 
the American Jersey Cattle Club, un- 
der whose auspices this entry Is made, 
toured Europe nnd visited the famed 
iBle of Jersey, whore the breed origi- 
nated. He was seeking the best cows, 
but returned satisfied that Europe 
could show no cows that were better 
than those bred In America. 

Though only twenty-five cows will 
participate In the test, forty cows were 
selected. They were assembled at 
Jer8eyvllle, 111., a year ago. This is 
near St. Louis, and the cattle have be- 
come acclimated. Last December they 
were removed to St. Louis. The cows 
nre the property of Individual members 
of tho club and are loaned for the term 
of the test. C. T. Graves, a breeder 
at Maitland. Mo., was selected ns the 
superintendent to have charge of the 
cattle, and he has been highly com- 
plimented by Dr. Richardson and In- 
spector Spann for the wonderfully fine 
condition in which be has placed the 
herd. 

A series of model dairy barns have 
been built for the breeds competing In 
the test The barns are octagoual In 
form, and are so arranged that tbe 
cows are In the center and a wide 
promenade permits visitors to pass 
around nnd view the cows as they 
Btnud in their stalls. 

The milking and feeding are to be 
done in plain view of the public, and 
representatives of the various herds 
will at all times have access to all the 
barns to see that uo sharp practices 
are Indulged in. 

The test not only consists In show- 
ing the amount of butter, milk and 
cheese produced, but the cost of pro- 
duction is taken Into consideration. 
Every ounce of food given each cow Is 
weighed and carefully recorded. When 
tiie cows are milked, the milk Is con- 
veyed to n model creamery in the Ag- 
ricultural building, where It is tested 
und mude into butter and cheese uud 
where nil records are eurefully kept. 

The Jersey cattle participated In a 
similar test at Chicago during the Co- 
lumbian Exposition und carried off 
first honors. 

Superintendent Graves Is sanguine 
over the result of the present test. He 
says that the Jerseys have always 
demonstrated their superiority over all 
other breeds when placed In competi- 
tion, and tills time they will show to 
better advantage than ever. Not only 
Is the Jersey milk richer lu butter fat 
than the milk of any other breed, says 
Mr. Graves, but It ean be produced at 
a less cost The Jersey cows are tho 
smullest of the standard breeds, uud 
lie asserts that they consume less fowl. 
They assimilate their food, and It Is 
converted Into milk nnd butter nnd Is 
not used In building up and sustaining 
n large carcass. 

"\Ye nre going to make all other 
breeds take to the woods after this 
test," said Mr. Graves. "A few days 
ago I was jesting some of our Jersey 
] milk, atul my bunds were ull sticky 
nnd greasy from tbe enormous umouut 
of butter fat the milk contained. Mr. 
Von Hey no, who is In charge of the 
Holstelns. sent over n quantity of bis 
milk for me to test. Of course, from a 
commercial standpoint, there was no 
comparison between the milk, but it 
was n pleasure to test Ids milk, for 
when I got through there was uo 
grease on my hands. After tills I 
will have a bucket of llolsteln milk 
around handy to wash my hands In 
• fier testing onr own rich Jersey milk.” 

The teat begins May 10 and contin- 
ues 120 duys. 

Unique California Map. 

A unique exhibit nt the World’s Fair 
was prepared by the agricultural de- 
partment of the University of Califor- 
nia. It Is a large map. so colored as to 
tdiow the character of the various soils 
of the state. It gives a clear Idea of the 
situation, and the extent of the arable 
and uutilliible sections. In the locali- 
ties that cauuot be cultivated are 
shown the Sierras, the lava beds and 
the desert. The uuip Indicates the lo- 
cation of the cultivable portions of the 
mountains uud Mohave plateau uud 
shows the nnture of the foothills uud 
valleys of thut wonderful stute. 


WORLD’S FAIR HOTEL 

ACCOMMODATIONS. 

8t. Louis Hoetelriee Prepared to Handle 

Vast Thronge — Prieei Not to Be In- 
oreaaed — Hotel Inside of the Ex- 
position Grounds With a Ca- 
pacity For 6,000 Guests. 

Ample hotel accommodations have 
been provided for the World’s Fair 
visitors nt St, Ixiuls both within and 
outside of the Exposition grounds. 

The Exposition management hn* or- 
ganized n free information service. A 
pnmphlet lms been Issued for gratui- 
tous circulation explaining many of 
the conveniences that have been pro- 
vided. A list of all the hotels, with 
rates. Is contained In this pnmphlet. 
Tiie entire city hns been canvassed, 
and many thousnnds of private house- 
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holders have arranged to receive visit- 
ors. These houses are In every section 
of the city, und the rates at which 
guests will be received Is a matter of 
record on the books of the bureau. 

Tbe Inside inn. a hotel on the Ex- 
position grounds, has a capacity for 
6.000 guests. The Exposition manage- 
ment has control of the rates, which 
have been fixed at from $1.50 to $3.50 
per dny. Europenn plan, including ad- 
mission to the grounds. On the Amer- 
ican plan the rates range from $3 to $5 
per day. The hotel is 400 by 800 feet 
and Is three stories high. 

There are more than 150 established 
hotels In St. Louis, and a signed agree- 
ment has been made between many of 
their managers with the Exposition of- 
ficials that rates shall not be raised 
during the Exposition period. Many 
new hotels have been built on sites ad- 
jacent to the Exposition grounds, and 
the published fixed rates warrant the 
assertion that no one need pay exor- 
bitant rates for accommodations either 
at hotels or private bouses. 

Among the new hotels may be men- 
tioned the Hotel Napoleon Bonaparte, 
which stands at Clayton avenue and 
Sklnker road, overlooking the Exposi- 
tion grounds. This hostelry will ac- 
commodate 5.000 persons. The rates. 
European plan, are from $1 to $5 per 
day. The Grand View hotel, south of 
the Exposition, on Oakland avenue, has 
a capacity for 5,000 guests, and the 
rates are $1 to $1.50 per day, European, 
and $2 to $2.50 per day on the Amer- 
ican plan. The Kenilworth, on West 
Park boulevard and Billon avenue, has 
a capacity of 1,500 guests, with a rate 
of $1.30 per day. 

The above mentioned are a few of the 
new hotels that have been erected near 
tho Exposition grounds for the aecotif- 
modution of World’s Fulr visitors. All 
told there are about twoseore. All are 
within easy walking distance, und all 
are situated on high ground, with com- 
prehensive views of the grounds. All 
of the structures are well built, and lu 
some of them the most luxurious quar- 
ters are obtainable. The rates are es- 
tablished und will uot he increased dur- 
lug the Expositlou.

r RTY years ago the year of bloody 
buttles opened with enmpuigns 
In Virginia anil Georgia. Grant 
had recently been given the rank of 
lleutennnt general, with command of 
all the F«l» ml forces. lie personally 
conducted mo Army of the Potomac I 
In the march against Richmond through 
the region west of the Rappahannock 
river known as the Wilderness. In the 
month of M. y, 1804. over n hundred ac- 
tions wore fought all over the theater i 
of war, wtftch resulted In loss of life, i 
May 5 wns a day of battles. 

The battle opened In the Wilderness 
on May 5 with one of the most re- 
markable struggles known to the nn- 
■nals of wuj*. Writing of the battle- i 
[ground. General Badenn says. “One 
[tangled mass of stunted evergreen, 
dwarf chestnut, oak and hazel, with { 
an undergrowth of low bristling 
shrubs, making the forest almost Im- 
penetrable.” And of the battle. **A 
[wrestle as blind ns at midnight; a 
gloom that made maneuvers Impmc- 
(tlenble; a Jungle where regiments 
jstumbled on each other and on the en- 
emy by turns, firing sometimes Into 
jthelr own ranks and guided often on- 
l]y by the crackling of the bushes or 
[the cheers and cries that arose from 
the depths around.” The fighting of 
May 5 In the Wilderness, and. In fact, 
both days of the battle, wns the 


nl G. K. Warren nnd the Sixth under 
General John Sedgwick. Early on the 
Gth General James S. Wadsworth, 
commanding a division of the Fifth 
corps, wns ordered to face his com- 
mand by the flank southward nnd 
charge through to the plank road until 
he Joined on the right of Hancock’s 
line. The movement wns n forlorn 
hope. Distances were unknown to the 
Federal lenders, for the ground had 
always been Inside the Confederate 
lines and had not been reconnoltered, 
and the officers were without maps or 
guides. 

Genornl Wadsworth took his men 
through the unknown wilderness with- 
out falling Into ambush, but In the 
first uttnek after be formed Ills line at 
the plank road he wns shot from the 
snddle Just ns his horse leaped the 
Confederate breastworks. 

From the Wilderness battlefield 
Grnnt marched the whole army for- 
ward around Dee’s flank to Spottsylva- 
nia Court House, where the fighting 
wns resumed on May 8. The Sixth 
corps, under General John Sedgwick, 
reached the field late on the 8th and 
early the Oth took up position for bat- 
tle. One battery of tbe corps wns lo- 
cated in full view of the Confederate 
sharpshooters, and every officer who 
showed himself aa a target there was 
hit 


I T really matters but little to bis- [ 
tory Just how and by whom the 
bloody bnttle of the Wilderness 
was opened forty yenrs ago, but there 
was one incident of that hour which 
shows how the wisest experts may 
gravely miscalculate In war. The 
Army of the Potomac crossed the 
Rapldan river on tbe 4th of May, 1804, 
nnd began Its march through the 
wilderness region by roads lending to- 
ward Richmond. Battle wns not look- 
ed for by the Federnl lenders before 
reaching the North Anna river, many 
miles distant. 

But Robert B. Lee saw his oppor- 
tunity to hold up the Federal march 
In the wilderness nnd deployed his 
nrmy across the ronds to dispute the 
passes toward Richmond. The first 
armed clash of the field took plnee oti 
the Orange turnpike between the Con- 
federates of Ewell’s corps and the 
Federnls under General G. K. War- 
ren. Early in the day the advance 
Confederate brigade, led by General 
John M. Jones, drove In the Federnl 
vedettes who were gunrdlng Warren’s 
flank rrom surprise nnd saw the great 
array of enemies marching confidently 
toward Richmond. 

Jones reported to his chief whnt he 
lind discovered nnd drew his brigade 
back two miles to tbe Intersection of n 
crossroad with n turnpike, along 


easy triumph that would end In driv- 
ing the Federnls across the Rapldan 
river again before night Longstreet 
rode at the head of a column which bo 
had formed to nttnek HnncocU. but 
wan disabled by a painful wound be- 
fore tbe ball was fulrly opened. Al- 
most at tbe same instant General 
Mlcnh Jenkins, who wus by the side 
of Longstreet was killed. 

Six days after the deadlock in tba 
wilderness there was another at Spott- 
sylvanln Court House, where Leo again 
blocked the way to Richmond. At 
Spottayl vnnin the troops of Hancock 
nnd Ewell were opposed in a struggle 
for the possession of the key to. the 
tlckl, a sharp, elevated position, fitly 
called tile “Bloody Angle.” General 
Edward Johnson's Confederate divi- 
sion held the front line of the angle 
when HancocR sprung the attack dur- 
ing a fog early on the morning of May 
12 and wns captured almost entire 
with its commander. Other troops ral- 
lied to defend the angle, among them 
the brigade of General Junius Daniel, 
who was killed In one of the straugest 
encounters on record. The troops 
fought all day at arm’s length over n 
single breastwork. The recital of inci- 
dents of that fight makes one marvel 
that warfare could be so terrible. 

During the afternoon of the 12th a 
South Carolinian belonging to Orr’s 


S HERMAN wns ‘‘marching 
through Georgia" months be- | 
fore he started on the famous 
trip from Atlanta to the sea which is 
celebrated in the popular war song. 
This time forty yenrs ago the army 
was on the northern slope of Fine 
mountain tolling to brenk through the 
passes held by General Joseph E. 
Johnston's Confederates nnd covered 
by his guns. Beyond Pine mountain 
lay bold Konesiny. through which the 
rnllwny passed lending to Atlanta. 

The notions fought during this stage 
of Sherman's march were less sail 
gulnnry than those taking place In 
the same period on eastern battle- 
fields, but the National cemetery at 
Marietta, on the southern slopes of 
Konesnw, holds the ashes of 10,000 
Federal soldiers who fell from the 
bullets or disease. Kenesnw nnd the 
lesser mountains around It held Sber 
man’s army a month. On the 27th of 
June tile heights wore stormed, with a 
loss of 2,500 Federal nssallmitH. 

The operations In front of Koncsaw 
mountain were attended with one of 
those peculiar war tragedies which 
carry regret to foes ns well ns sorrow 
to friends. After Sherman had push- 
ed Ids right and left wings respective- 
ly beyond the line of Pine mountain it 
becnino a question with the Confed- 
erate commander whether he should 


heaviest, recalling the stone wall at 
Fredericksburg. Newton’s division led 
Thomas' attack, and that of Jeff C. 
Du vis followed, making n column sev- 
en lines deop. 

The two divisions of Newton nnd 
Davis were exposed to the fire of 
two Confederate divisions of Infantry 
and thirty-two field guns for two 
hours. In places the ussallants reached 
the parapets, where many fell, nnd 
some even crossed the trenches nnd 
were killed there. The Confederates 
stated that they counted a thousand 
dead boys In blue in the line closest to 
their works. This assault wns n bloody 
failure, but thnt wns not beenuse of 
want of valor in the troops. Finding 
themselves in dnngcr of annihilation, 
yet scorning retreat, they clung to tbe 
slight ridges under the enemy’s guns. 
The brigade of General Daniel Mc- 
Cook built a little parapet within sev- 
enty-five feet of the works. General 
McCook wns mortally wounded, and 
his second in command. Colonel O. F. 
Harmon, also fell. McCook seemed 
to have a premonition of the carnngo 
to come, for before the assault he re- 
cited to his men the lines from “Horn- 
tl us at the Brldgr " beginning: 

Oh, how can men die better than facing 
fearful odds 

For the glory of their country nnd the 
altars of their gods!

heaviest on the Federal left wing, 
where the Second corps, led by Gen- 
eral Winfield Scott Hancock, fought 
the Confederate right, led by Robert 
E. Lee In person- Generul Huucock 
attempted to transfer his marching 
columns from the Cnthurpln road to 
the Orange plank road, u couplo of 
miles distant and lending In the same 
direction. While crosslug over the 
troops were u Hacked on the march 
by Confederates and compelled to 
blunge into the wilderness to find the 
(enemy. The chief leader who fell 
[them wns (General Alexander Hays, 
commanding a brigade. ThJs devoted 
[officer had often ridden in open but- 
kle, even on the hurt* slopes of Get- 
tysburg, with his staff and fing 
hind him. the admiration of two 
Innales. He fell at lust In u tangled 
[wilderness where not even a single 
.regiment could note his action and d»- 
rive inspiration from his courage ami 
Imartiul enthusiasm. 

May 0 found Hancock still battling 
laloug the plunk road. He had carried 
his right tiauk to the road, but every 
ktup of the march wus opposixl by the 
^Confederates, and the Federuls could 
only make headway by pem-trutlng the 
[thicket along the route. During the 
[night the Confederates had built 
breastworks of logs. The Federal right 
wing was struggling under the same 
difficulties In advancing along the Or- 
ange turnpike, a couple of miles north 
of the plunk road. This wing was com- 
posed of the Fifth corps under Geuer- 


Genend Sedgwick was warned of the 
(Linger of going uour the exposed bat- 
tery, but In less titan un hour after tho 
wurnln'g the generul uud the officer 
who gave tbe wurning walked out to 
the battery to get u better alignment 
for the troops. Seeing the men whom 
they passed dodging bullets ufmed ut 
the battery, Sedgwick excluimed: 
"What, men! Dodging this way for 
single bullets? Whut ’ll you do when 
they open fire uloug the whole line? 
I’m ashamed of you. They can’t hit an 
elephant ut this distance.” 

A fuw seconds after reaching tho 
battery tbe general was struck by a 
bullet under the left eye, und he fel' 
ugalnst his chief of staff, Geuerul V 
T. Mc.Uubou, currying him to the 
ground with him. Death wus ulmost 
instantaneous. Thu news spread 
quickly umoug the troops, and tbe 
whole corps was soon mourning the 
fall of Undo John Sedgwick, who wns 
loved by the men for his kindly und 
genial character. 

On May 10 two daring assaults were 
made on Leo's Intrench ments ut 
Bpoltsylvunlu, und the troops led by 
Generul Wurren und the gallant Colo- 
nel Emory Upton crossed the parapets 
under u galling fire, only to be driven 
buck with terrible slaughter. Gen- 
eral J. C. Rice, who led Warren's col- 
umn with his brigade, was mortally 
wounded. General Rice’s death made 
the fourth in tour ilays of fighting 
among the Fedcrui leaders.

which Warren hoped to pass. Wurrea 
attacked Jones with u whole division 
and threw the Confederate brigade 
into confusion. Its commander failing 
In the encounter. Jones’ brigade be- 
longed to the division of General Ed- 
ward Johnson, who wus ut baud with 
the companion brigade, led by Generul 
George H. Hteuurt, the noted Mary- 
land Confederate. Johnson re-estab- 
lished his line und moved forward, 
completely checking Warren’s march 
for tlmt duy. 

When news of Warren's experience 
on the turnpike reuched Generul 
Meade, the communder of the Army of 
tho Potomac, he excluJmed, “The Con- 
federates buve left a division here to 
fool us, while they concentrate and 
prepure n position on the North An 
nu!“ Wurren’s whole corps, supported 
by Sedgwick’s Blxtli corps, wus nut 
able to oust the stubborn "division” 
from Its grouud on the turnpike, for 
uot simply a dlvlsiun, but u corps, wu » 
planted there, hi-* touch with the re- 
mainder of Leo's uriny. 

While Wurren and Ewell fought for 
tho right of way— the Urungu turnpike 
—tho Fcdcjuis under Generul 11 uncock 
uud the Confederates under Generul 
Longstreet uud Generul A. P. lllll were 
locked in bloody encounter on the 
Orange plank road, ut tho southern 
edge of the gr^ut wilderness region. 
LongBtreet's corps wus tho lust of the 
three corps In Leu’s urujy to reach the 
battlefield, uud the troops entered the 
fight with enthusiasm, looking for an 


rifles was seen by bis comrades to rlBo 
deliberately so tliat the upper half of 
his person wus above the pnrupet, an 
easy target for the enemy, and from 
this position take deliberate aim, fire 
and crouch down to reload. He re 
pouted this scores und scores of times. 
Yankee bullets whizzed around him. 
but ho seemed to bear n ehu ruled life. 
Often he would remain on his feet 
many in Unites, drawing bend and then 
recovering to wait for better aim. 

Finally, late In th day, the frenzlec 
rifionmu was seen to draw upon some 
object, un officer probubly, ut a dis- 
tance buck from the Ftnleral treuehee. 
The chance didn’t suit, and im recov- 
ered und stood bolt upright, wutchlng 
for a better target When ut length 
ouo appeared, und as In- was about to 
pull, a Federal bullet pierced his heart 
stretching him dead In his trucks. 

While Lee's Infantry waged fierce 
battle ut Bpotlsylvuidu his cavalry 
corps under General J. E. B. Stuart 
rode ou toward Richmond to guard the 
pauses to thu Confederate capital from 
u threatened attack by Geuerul I’hll 
Sheridan’s Immense cuvulcudo of troop- 
ers. Sheridan had cut loose from the 
main Fedftrul army engaged at Bpott- 
sylvuula und expected to strike Rich- 
mond before lore’s slow murclilng bat- 
talions could couio to Its defense. His 
columns were Intercepted by Htuurt 
before reaching the city, uud In a stir- 
ring encounter ut u place known us 
Yellow Tavern Btuurt was mortally 
wonndod. HUBERT BELL. 


attempt to hold on to Pine moimtn’n. 
On the morning of June 1-1 General 
Johnston, accompanied by General 
Hardee und General Polk, rode out to 
the front to examine tho post nml de- 
termine upon Rs fate. 

After coin lifting their examination 
und deciding upou the 1m mediate with- 
drawal of tho troops there the party 
was fired upon by a Federal battery 
of Parrott guns stationed about u 
quarter of a ni41e distant. At the th'rrt 
shot a shell struck General Polk In the 
chest and passed through ills body from 
left to right, killing him Instantly. 

General Polk received a military ed- 
ucation and graduated at West Point 
Early lu life he left tho service for tho 
pulpit lu tho Protestant Episcopal 
church und at tho outbreak of the wur 
hud reached the rank of bishop. Be- 
lieving that bis military knowledge 
would best servo tbe south In that cri- 
sis, ho laid UHldo his robes and entenal 
the army, where IiIh distinguished 
Services won for him udvuucument to 
the runk of lieutenant general. 

In order to open tho p’ussea of Ken- 
esuw mountain to L1 h troops Bher- 
mun resorted to tho doubtful expo- 
| dlent of direct assault upon tho In- 
trenched nnd well manned lines of his 
opponent. The attack was luude Juno 
27 and, us In Pickett’s fumuus charge 
ut Gettysburg, wus preceded by a 
houv.v cunumiade. Tho whole long lino 
uf battle udvuuced, but In front of tho 
Army of tho Oumberlaiul. led by tho 
veteran Thomus. tho lighting wus tho 


A couplo of weeks after the storming 
of Kenesuw, which Johnston finally 
abandoned to Bherman, this leader, 
was supplanted In tho comm und by 
Geuerul J. B. Hood, a here of the bat- 
tlefields of the Potomac, llood an- 
nounced his coming by n series of sor- 
ties against tho foe then closing lu 
upon Atlanta. When Hhermau heard 
tliat Hood wus In command of the 
Confederates ho warned his generals 
tliat hard fighting lay ahead. Ho knew 
llood ut West Point and lu thu old ar- 
my and declared that lu gaming he 
“always played the limit” 

In a brilliant sortie led by Hood on 
the 22d of July, which Is known us the 
buttle of Bald HIU, General J. B. Mc- 
Pherson, commander of thu Army of 
the Tennessee under Sherman, was 
killed. During the fight which wus 
going against bis line he rode out with 
a single aid to order « brigade to fill a 
gup which If left open would be fatal. 
After muklr.g the disposition ho start- 
ed to return to the scene of danger, 

but by somo struuge error rode through 
tho gap Into unoccupied ground. There 
he encountered at close range somo 
Tennessee stragglers, ono of whom 
shot lilui from thu saddle. When the 
soldier leurned who his victim was he 
Regretted that he hud not spured his 
life. Tho sumo duy the Confederate 
Generul W. U. T. Wulker, command- 
ing one of Hood’s divisions, was in- 
stantly killed In a charge agalust Mc- 
Pherson’s left wing.
